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Property reverts to single family 
Planners refuse to review 
zoning for Swan Lake

Members of the Wheeling Plan Com- 


mission have refused to review plans far 
Swan Lake, a 624-unit apartment project 
in southern Wheeling, saying the proper- 
ty Is no longer zoned for such a devel- 
opment. 


Tho commissioners based their deci- 


sion on a village ordinance that provides 
work on planned developments must be- 
gin within two years of the date zoning 
was granted. Since zoning for Swan Lake 
was granted in February, 1971, tho devel- 
opers have exceeded their two-year time 
limitation. 


Village Atty. Paul Homer Issued a 


written legal report stating that devel- 
opers must petition tho village board to 
rccnact their zoning ordinance. 


"AS FAR AS our interpretation, your 


time limit is far overdue as far as con- 
struction on this property Is concerned," 
said Herb Lortz, chairman of the com- 
mission. "If you have to rccnact the ordi- 
nance, it would seem to mo that the ordi- 
nance is not now in effect." 


Lortz said the property would thus re- 


vert to its original single family R-l zon- 
ing. 


Tho ordinance establishing a time limit 


on construction for planned devel- 
opments has been on the books since 
1967. The village, however, has never en- 
forced tho ordinance, although several 
other Wheeling developments may have 
exceeded their time limits. 


Prospect Heights residents raised the 


question of (ho tlmo limit earlier this 
month as part of their objections to tho 


planning for the Swan Lake devel- 
opment. The plan commission then 
sought a legal opinion from Homer, who 
advised the developers they would have 
to have their zoning recnacted. 


SINCE THE ORDINANCE governing 


planned developments does not provide 
any penalties for exceeding the two-year 
time limit, developers argued that the 
plan commission had the right to review 
the project for a planned development. 


Tho ordinance only states that con- 


struction must begin within two years 
and be completed within five years. If 
tho project is not completed in five 
years, tho ordinance provides that no al- 
ternative use will be allowed without go- 
ing through zoning procedures. 


"By ordinance, they can't build. It's 


too late," said commission member Jo- 
seph Rusek. "You can't start on It any 
more because it's too late." 


Since developers can not begin con- 


struction, they would also be unable to 
meet their five-year deadline. 


WHEN DEVELOPERS continued to 


argue that the plan commission could re- 
view the development, the commission- 
ers pointed out that the village might not 
renew the zoning on the property. They 
said In such case the only development 
they could review would be a single-fam- 
ily residential project under tho original 
R-l zoning. 


"If the zoning for the planned devel- 


opment concept is not in effect, then the 
plan commission ordinance says there 
will be ono building on one lot of 
record," said Lortz. "Now what ono

building are we talking about?" 


Commissioner 
Raymond 
Waymel 


agreed with Lortz, soylng "If the land is 
no longer PD-4, I don't see how we can 
approve it as a planned development." 


Other commission members noted 


problems associated with a school site 
designation on the property must also be 
resolved before plans for the project can 
be approved. School DIst. 21 has re- 
served eight acres of the 39.5 acre site 
for a new school. The school district has 
one year to either buy the land or waive 
its reservation for the eight acres. 


ACCORDING TO HAMER, developers 


must reduce the number of apartments 
In the project to allow for the school site. 
Since the school district has not decided 
which eight acres it wants, developers 
have been unable to include the school 
site In its plans. 


Plan commission members have pre- 


viously criticized the developers for the 
high density of apartments planned for 
the project. Although half the site is 
flood plain land and thus unsuitable for 
building, developers have used the entire 
acreage of the site in computing the 
number of apartments allowed by ordi- 
nance. 


The eight acre school site would reduce 


the number of apartments In the project 
to 496. If the school district decides not to 
use the land for a new school, developers 
will be able to submit plans for the eight 
acres at a later date. 


Lortz said he was not sure whether de- 


velopers would have to go through zoning 
hearings to have their zoning ordinance 
reenacted. He said, however, the village 
attorney would be present at the next 
plan commission meeting to answer 
questions about the development's legal 
problems. 


Commission members Jack Metzger 


and Desero Smet were absent from the 
meeting.

An extensive search continued in Buf- 


falo Strove yesterday following the es- 
cape Saturday of an Egyptian cobra 
snake. 


Tho snake, considered to be "ex- 


tremely deadly," 
escaped 
from 
an 


aquarium in a garage at 568 Maple Dr. 
Police said David Pearson, 18, the resi- 
dent of the house, had been taking care 
of the snake for a friend. 


Police said the glue holding together 


the sides of the aquarium gave out; 
enabling the snake to escape. Pearson 
told police he last saw the snake at 2 
a.m. Ho discovered it missing at 3 p.m. 
Police believe because the snake is noc- 
turnal, It probably escaped before day- 
light. They believe it may have slipped 
under a crack In the garage door. 


POLICEMEN, firemen and Civil De- 


fense workers yesterday were searching 
a four-block area. Police said cobras 
have the potential of traveling S miles on 
hour, making It possible It may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we have to. We've been advised to kill it 
because it's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth said there are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
the search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point. 


Harth said police urge residents in the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
in their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
is found. 


Snake experts have told police when it 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding to seek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth said. 


Officials 
from 
Lincoln Park 
and 


Brookfield zoos told police If the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours if not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum in the event 
someone Is bitten. 


THE SNAKE Is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper in 
color. The snake is native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several 


days ago that Pearson was keeping the 
cobra and several other snakes in his 
home. When police contacted the Cook 
County State's Attorney's office, how- 
ever, they were informed that it was not 
against the law, Harth said. Police are 
investigating the legality further. 


Eugene Bowling, IB, of 333 Landau Ln., 


• Wheeling, the owner of the snake, said 
Pearson was taking care of the snakes 
while he was moving. He said he raises 
the snakes and one day hopes to open a 
reptile house. 


"I've been crazy about snakes all my 


life and I figured I'd raise some. Now, I 
just nope they catch.the snake before it 
bites someone," Bowling said. 


Bowling said he sent away for the 


snakes. He said he paid $350 for the 
cobra. In addition to the cobra he also 
has two king tree boas and two water 
snakes. Police have confiscated the other 
snakes.

Becky and in the crowd of 18,000 
she would be no one special al- 
though she didn't look at It that 
way. 


Becky Is from Eugene, Ore., 


and she is a groupie — at least 
that is what they used to label 
girls who follow the rock singers . 
from town to town just to catch a 
glimpse, a nod or a smile from 
one of them, always hoping for 
more but generally receiving 
much less. This trip, she said, 
cost her $200 and Was worth ev- 
ery cent because in a few min- 
utes Donnie Osmond would be on 
stage at the Future of America 
Fair and she soon would be close 
enough almost to touch him. 


Donnie Osmond, also 15, who 


looks like a toothy, teen-aged Ted 
Kennedy, is to today's wide-eyed 
adolescents what the Beatles and 
Elvis Presley were to other gen- 
erations of kids. And 18,000 fans 
packed their way into the Arling- 
ton Park grandstands for the Os- 
monds Friday afternoon show. 


"I know I can jump the fence," 


Becky said. "I got through at the 
Portland Coliseum and I was in 
the thirteenth row. They threw 
me back four times, but I made 
it ... Donnie gave me two red 
roses .. . how can they keep me 
back?" 


SHE WAS anticipating the con- 


cert and said she was nervous. 
Apparently feeling she wasn't 
being believed, she held out her 
h a n d , and sure enough, it 
trembled. 


Becky is not unlike the other 


girls crushed around her. She is 


short, with long stringy hair, has 
braces on her teeth, is dressed in 
Lcvl's and a T-shirt and chomps 
madly on a stick of gum. 


It is difficult for most of us to 


understand why she traveled 
more than 1,000 miles. What 
makes Donnie Osmond so spe- 
cial? Isn't Paul McCartney still 
a r o u n d ? What about Grand 
Funk, Led Zeppelin ...? 


She 
answers quickly. "If 


you've ever been in love you 
would know. If you really love 
somebody, you'll do anything for

The shortage has been further aggra- 


vated by the nationwide Canadian rail- 
road strike which has made It Impossible 
to ship newsprint from paper mills still 
operating. 


The diminishing supply Is forcing 


many newspapers to reduce the size of 
their editions, ration advertising space, 
eliminate special supplements, and cut 
back on the amount of news carried. 
Some daily newspapers have had to cut 
out entire issues. 


Especially hard hit arc medium-size 


dally newspapers such as The Herald 
which have not had extensive newsprint 
Inventories and aro dependent upon a 
solo supplier. 


The Herald receives its entire news- 


print supply from CIP, which has not 
been able to make any shipments since 
the strike began lost month. 


"The situation Is very serious," said 


Charles E. Hayes, Herald editor and pub- 
lisher, "but we aro making every effort 
to meet this emergency without reducing 
our dally service to readers and adverti- 
sers." 


Ho said some steps have been neces- 


sary, Including a reduction in supply to 
newsstands to ensure service to home de- 
livery customers, tight controls over 
number of pages per issue, and some 
cutback In pressruns. 


Because of the short supply, Hayes 


said that Paddock Publications' weekend 
product, The Suburbanite, had been tem- 
porarily suspended. There was no edition 
yesterday, and there will be none for 
Sent. 2. "We are hopeful, however, that 
we will bo able to resume publication af- 
ter Labor Day," he said. 


The shortage also has made it neces- 


sary for The Herald to not publish a 
Monday edition for Labor Day, Sept. 3.

Britons warned of bombs, violence 


Scotland Yard cautioned Britons Sunday not to touch any 


unexpected letter or package which could be a bomb from the 
Irish Republican Army, and the defense ministry warned that 
the IRA could be planning to kidnap and execute hitchhiking 
British soldiers. Police also said they feared more bombs 
could be In the malls, waiting to be opened Tuesday at the 
end of the three-day August bank holiday. There have been 29 
bombs which exploded or were discovered in the past week 
near London In what police describe as part of a campaign by 
the IRA to bring the violence of Northern Ireland to England. 


Chile rebel leader is arrested 


Police yesterday captured Roberto Thiome, head of Chile's 


clandestine rightist Fatherland and Liberty movement who 
said he preferred death to life under a Marxist government, 
and accused him of plotting to overthrow socialist President 
Salvador Allcndc. Federal police said Thicmc was arrested 
at a suburban Santiago drive-in restaurant with 11 members 
of (ho organization.

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Processors make as much as farmers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Workers who 


processed and sold the nation's food last 
year collected nearly as much in wages 
as the farmers who grew the crops, ac- 
cording to an Agriculture Department re- 
port. 


Despite pressure to help hold down 


food costs by stepping up productivity, 
the report added that the average per- 
hour productivity of food Industry work- 
ers declined last year. 


The report estimated the total cost of 


marketing farm-produced foods in 1972 
at a record $77.2 billion, up 2.4 per cent 
from the previous year and about two- 
thirds of the total amount consumers 
spent on food. 


Breaking down the marketing bill, Ag- 


riculture Department economists said al- 
most half of it — $37.4 billion — was paid 
out in wages to workers in processing 
plants, wholesale houses, retail super- 
markets and restaurants. The wage bill 
was up 8.4 per cent from 1971 and nearly 
matched the $39 billion paid to farmers 
for 
the domestically-produced 
foods 


bought by consumers last year. 


The farm return, according to the Ag- 


riculture Department, was up 10.S per 
cent from 1971. 


The department study said that while 


hourly labor costs In the food Industry 
rose 6.9 per cent In 1972 — slightly above 
average for recent years — the labor 
cost for each unit of food product han- 


dled rose 7.4 per cent. Production per 
man-hour went down as the total number 
of hours worked rose last year, the econ- 
omists said. 


The report estimated about 5.6 million 


people were employed in the food pro- 
cessing and marketing industries In 1972, 
a slight increase over 1971. The figure 
has been rising gradually through the 
past decade because of increases both in 
the volume of food handled and the 
amount of processing and other services 
used to prepare foods for time-saving 
handling In the home. 


Total labor costs, experts said, ac- 


counted for 48 per cent of the food mar- 
keting Hill, compared with 46 per cent in 
1971 and 44 per cent a decade ago. 


Overall, the report estimated, the food 


marketing industry from processors to 
supermarkets — after paying labor and 
other costs — had $3.4 billion in pre-tax 
profits in 1972. This was down about $260 
million from 1971 and was the smallest 
pre-tax profit since 1967. 


By groups, the profit picture included: 
—Processors: A $2.1 billion pre-tax 


profit on total charges of $26.8 billion. 


—Retailers: A $466 million pre-tax 


profit on total charges of $22.4 billion. 


—Restaurants and institutions: A $341 


million pre-tax profit on charges of $17.7 
billion. 


—Wholesalers: A $656 million profit on 


total charges of $10.3 billion.

Thieu tightens grip in S. Vietnam

Results coming in today from yester- 


day's voting ore expected to show South 
Vietnam's President Nguyen Van Thieu 
with a stronger grip than ever on the 
country, and with the way paved to an 
unprecedented — and currently uncon- 
stitutional — third Ifrm In office. 


More than 92 per cent of South Viet- 


nam's 7 million registered voters were 
reported to have participated in Sunday's 
senate balloting, with 31 of the CO scats 
up for election. 


The heavy turnout came in spite of a 


Communist and neutralist boycott of the 
voting and several incidents of terror- 
ism. 


It was considered almost assured that 


Thieu would Increase his control of the 
senate to the two-thirds necessary to 


amend the country's constitution. Two 
pro-Thicu slates, each headed by a cabi- 
net minister, were opposed by a slate of 
inexperienced politicians. 


If Thieu does get the two-thirds major- 


ity In the senate, he'll have the power to 
amend the 1967 constitution, which bans 
more than two terms for a president. 
Thieu was re-elected without opposition 
in 1971. 


The majority also would give him a 


firm veto over any efforts to nullify the 
laws he decreed during six months of 
special emergency powers granted him 
during the 1972 North Vietnamese offen- 
sive. 


The election was boycotted by Commu- 


nists and neutralists, who claimed it vio-

Learning to live 
with The Bomb.

Once, every day, usually at noon, an 


important but ignored siren blows in 
many U. S. communities — the routine 
testing of the Civil Defense, emergency 
siren. On hearing It, citizens are sup- 
posed to stop work, take cover and con- 
template their actions in event of nuclear 
attack. Instead, most people merely take 
it as a welcome whistle for lunch. 


Twenty-eight years ago, after Hiro- 


shima, scientists began thinking about 
the unthinkable. Two decades ago, when 
the hydrogen weapon was Introduced, 
America conducted air raid drills in 
schools, bought radios with CD markings 
on the dials and dug family bomb shel- 
ters as if there was no tomorrow. 


But now? Maximum Issue attention 


has been followed by maximum issue in- 
attention. We have, apparently, nation- 
ally, learned to live with The Bomb, even 
if we don't especially like it.

Originally 
named "The Bulletin of the Atomic Sci- 
entists," the publication is known for its 
regular printing of a gloomy "Doomsday 
Clock" which ostensibly tells the world 
the time left before total nuclear destruc- 
tion. The periodical published its first 
clock in 1947 when editors decided that 
because of America's atomic discoveries 
the earth had only seven minutes (a rep- 
resentative figure) until the Big Boom. 


The clock kept ticking ominously for 


the next few years. When Russia ex- 
ploded Its first nuclear device, the 
doomsday hands moved to four minutes 
to midnight. And then In 1953, when the 
hydrogen horror was Introduced, the 
clock read 11:58. 


Today, however, Science and Public 


Affairs has set Its doomsday timepiece 
back to 12 minutes before 12 — and If 
that's still nothing to cheer, it's at least 
an indication, as the magazine editor 
Richard Lewis puts it, "of less ominous 
times." 


No one suggests citizens begin building 


shelters again. Yet a yawning public is a 
vulnerable public. Neither major power 
announces all its present tests; two nu- 
clear nations are still testing above 
ground; two new nations, Israel and In- 
dia, are capable of making the bomb if 
they have not already.

Soviets continue volley 
against Communist China 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet Union, 


in another major attack on Chinese pol- 
icies, accused Peking leaders Sunday of 
openly aligning themselves with "the 
most reactionary forces of imperialism." 


The attack, spread over three pages of 


the Communist party newspaper Pravda, 
was the latest in an anti-Chinese cam- 
paign which 11 days ago saw Communist 
party General Secretary Leonid I. Brezh- 
nev personally denounce the "rabid anti- 
Sovietlsm" of China's leaders. 


There has been speculation among dip- 


lomats that the Soviets are preparing for 
some kind of concerted action against 
China. One possibility is a conference of 
world Communist parties that would be 
called up to condemn Peking. 


Some diplomats also see a connection 


between the Soviet campaign and a ma- 
jor Chinese Communist party meeting 
said by some reports from Peking to be 
imminent. 


"The Maoist leadership is openly strik- 


ing alliance with the most reactionary 
forces of imperialism which take the 
stand of militant antl-Sovietism, pursue 
an aggressive revanchist policy and ad- 
vocate the continuation of the bankrupt 
cold war policy," Pravda said. 


It Is said China has opposed the Soviet 


proposal for a collective security system 
in Asia while at the same time giving its 
consent to continuing U.S. military pros- 
'ence in the region. 


The newspaper said Peking's policies 


on war and peace "is not accidental. It is 
based on the fact that the Maoists have 
long regarded war as one of the main 
means for the attainment of political 
aims in the international arena." 


The Pravda article was signed by I. 


Alcxandrov, generally regarded by West- 
ern diplomats as a pseudonym used on 
articles written In the Communist Party 
Central Committee.

There was a strange kind of power 


Coming from this mass of wires, magnet- 
ic cores and electricity — this computer. 
The power was a subtle power, one that 
made you suddenly aware that that In 
seconds this computer could solve a 
problem It would take man days to fig- 
ure out 


The computer's name was not HAL, 


nor did It have a deep, slow-moving, de- 
manding voice. After all. this was North- 
M-estcrn University in 1973, not a space 
ship In 2001. And this was a chess game, 
not a Space Odyssey. 
• It could have been. The feeling was 
(hero — not smothering like In the mov- 
ie, but a ttlerd emotion. A feeling that 
you had just stepped off a time machine 
coupled with a nagging urge to get back 
and go bock. A frightening feeling that 
maybe someday man vs. machine would 
replace the traditional battle against na- 
ture. 
; If 
ELECTRONIC computers, which 


did not even exist 28 years ago, can play 
chess today, what could they do In the 
future? Could they take over the business 
trorld? Brush our teeth for us? Program 
our days? Be our companions? 
• If you can picture a computer playing 
chess, would It be so hard to picture a 
computer spitting out a decision that 
could affect millions of lives? Five years 
ago a computer could only calculate, 
printing out things like payrolls. Today It 
was reasoning in a chess game. 


The game was a short one, a demon- 


stration. On one side was North western's 
X million Control Data Corporation &400 
computer, three times the victor in the 
annual computer vs. computer chess 
tournaments and expected to be a winner 
again at the fourth annual tournament 
that ends tomorrow. On the other was 
Prof. Ben Mlttmnn, director of NU's Vo- 
golback Computing Center and a man 
who's brain can easily comprehend the 
workings of these complicated machines. 


"A computer is nothing by Itself but 


nlrcs, cores, and electronics," he ex- 
plained. "It must be programmed." A 
program Is a set of detailed Instructions 
drawn up by humans and translated into 
computer talk. The Instructions enable 
the computer to make complex calcu- 
lations quickly. In a chess program, a 
numerical value Is assigned to each 
chess piece — pawn, knight, bishop, etc. 
— In relation to Its Importance. 


"A CHESS GAME with a computer is 


not like computing a payroll. There Is n 
lot of reasoning involved. The program 
must take Into account both sides. The 
program also has to determine which 
side Is ahead and try out n whole host of 
possible moves before choosing," Mil- 
tman said. "A computer looks ahead an 
average of four or five times. Sometimes 
It's nine or ten moves ahead when It Is 
contemplating a capture." 


To begin the game, Adttman set up the 


chess board, an ordinary green and >cl- 
tow checkered board with plastic white 
and black chessmen set In their proper 
places. Sitting on one side of the board, 
the professor looked like he was ready 
for a normal game. But there wasn't any 
opponent on the other side. Instead, be- 
side Mlttmnn, was a typewriter-like ma- 
chine, a lime-sharing terminal, that 
would serve as the only link to his oppo- 
nent, a $2 million computer across the 
hall. 


The game began with a click of the 


keys on the terminal. Mlttmnn typed In 
computer talk to "load" the machine 
with the chess program. In less than a 
minute. It was anxious to play. 


"HI. THIS IS Chess 3.6." announced 


the computer, as the keys moved magic- 
ally over the long white sheet of paper 
that served as Its Inaudible voice. "Do 
you want white?" 


Taking that as a hint, Mittman picked 


up a white pawn and made his first 
move. "P-K4" he typed on the sheet. In 
standard chess notation, this means mov- 
ing the pawn so it is on the fourth square 
in front of its king. 


The computer rwpondcd with a con-

tournament length, could cost as much 
as $100, Mlttmtm explained. Today a per- 
son could not afford to have a computer 
at home as a chess partner. But the 
thought isn't so far-fetched. People arc 
now carrying around In their pockets 
small calculators, computers of sorts. 
And conceivably, according to the profes- 
sor, a man someday could have his own 
automated chess partner for about 
$10,000. 


Mittman typed "N-B3" and waited for 


the computer's next move. Some take 
longer than others, he said, because of 
the difficulty. In tournament play, the 
average computer move is 70 to 80 sec- 
onds. 


The computer was ready again. "N- 


B3" the computer said, deciding to copy 
his opponent's move. "P-KN3" Mittmnn 
responded. "P captures P" was the com- 
puter's reply. 


Mittman talked about his opponent's 


skill. The computer is rated a Class C 
chess player, the seventh rank in the 
rankings of chess players. Mittman said 
the computer could beat many players, 
and in all probability would beat him. 


puter can make 
non-mathematical 


decisions like chess moves, some day 
it may be able to make management 
decisions like where a firm should in- 


vest its money. 


But, 
he said, the $2 million machine 


has not yet been able to beat the man 
responsible for its chess brain. Dave 
Slate, one of the programmers who de- 
signed the chess program, is a chess ex- 
pert. "The computer couldn't beat him 
now," Mittman said. "But someday, 
someday it will." 


HE WASN'T so sure about Bobby Fis- 


cher, the International grandmaster, the 
chess player to beat all chess players. 
No one really knows If a bulk of whirs, 
clicks and spins will ever be able to top 
the champion. "There are computer sci- 
entists who would answer the question 
with a maybe," the professor 
said. 


"However, not many of them arc willing 
to answer the next logical 
question: 


when?" 


As the game continued, It looked like 


Mittman had been right. The computer 
was winning, a slight edge. Deciding he'd 
played long enough, the professor resign- 
ed. Translated that means he stopped the 
game. 


"Resign?" Mittman typed on the sheet. 


"Resign," the computer consented. It 
wasn't angry like a human opponent 
might be about ending the match before 
victory. That's one advantage to match- 
Ing wits with a computer: no emotion, no 
table talk. 


At least none until the end of the game.) 


In this game, the computer had the last 
word. "Thanks for an enjoyable game," 
it said, And you could almost see a smile 
spreading across that white sheet of pa- 
per.

Street names such as Sprlngslde Court 


and Clcarwatcr Lane may give a pleas- 
antly rural aura to the suburbs. 


But when new developments spawn 


sound-alike street names, and courts, 
lanes and roads bear the same first 
name, the result can pose headaches (or 
police and (Ire departments. 


According to Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 


Wayne Winter, sound-alike street names 
"do cause problems in certain In- 
stances," although the problem Is not in- 
surmountable, he said. 


SIMILAR SOUNDING street names 


present a special potential for confusion 
for firemen, who must respond to almost 
all calls instantly, he sold. 


However, the village has taken some 


steps already to minimize possible con- 
fusion and Is developing more ap- 
proaches to the problem now, Winter 
said. 


One precaution against confusion is the 


screening process which any new village 
street name must go through. According 
to Village Engineer Arnold Seaberg, de- 
velopers usually begin the process by 
presenting preliminary name suggestions 
with development plans. 


The names then arc reviewed by the 


village police, (Ire and community devel- 
opment departments who try to root out 
any Identical or similar sounding name 
proposals. The final step in street-nam- 


ing comes from the post office, which 
also reviews names for duplication and 
confusion. 


Buffalo Grove has used this procedure 


for at least four yars, Seaberg said. 


HOWEVER. WHILE the procedure has 


been successful 
for the most part, 


"sometimes things will sneak through on 
a similarity basis," Seaberg said. 


Another more recent street name prob- 


lem area has come from planned unit 
developments, containing mazes of twist- 
Ing streets. 


If all the tiny little streets In such de- 


velopments were named "we would run 
out of paper to put the lists of names on 
In a few years," Seaberg said. 


The village's attempted solution to this 


has been to leave the shorter streets in 
such developments unnamed. Instead the 
streets are treated as extensions of the 
larger streets. Referral signs which post 
(ho off-street numbers ore then set up on 
the main streets, Seaberg said. 


"This way, instead of having a town 


with 8,000-9,000 streets we hope to have a 
town with 400-500 streets which firemen 
can realistically be expected to remem- 
ber," Winter said. 


Another source of trouble can come 


from streets which run through several 
suburbs or unincorporated areas, Winter 
said. 


Dundee Road, for example, runs 


through Buffalo Grove, Wheeling and

School DIst. 21 will open bids Sept. 25 


on $1.8 million In building additions to its 
three junior high schools. Contracts for 
the work arc expected to be awarded 
Sept. 27 and construction will probably 
begin in October. 


School Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, Buf- 


falo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect. 


The planned additions will also In- 


crease Ihc number of classrooms in each 
building as well as provide areas for a 
new vocational arts program. 


Construction at Holmes Junior High 


will include the addition of a lunch room 
and at London Junior High, a library- 
learning center will be added. This will 
make the two schools equal to Cooper In 
facilities 


ASSISTANT SUIT. John Bargcr said 


last week the district hopes to begin con- 
struction about 30 days after the con- 
tracts are awarded. He said depending 
on the weather, workmen will probably 
be able to get a substantial start this 
year. The work Is scheduled to be com- 
pleted in time for the new facilities to be 
used for the 197-1-75 school year. 


Bargcr said school officials plan to 


check Into the possibilities of obtaining 


state aid to equip the new additions. 
While the district has money on hand for 
construction, there is currently no money 
available for equipping the buildings. 


Funds are supposed to be available In 


1D74, Bargcr said, through the state Capi- 
tal Improvements Board office. 


"It is my understanding that no guide- 


lines for the money have been estab- 
lished yet," he said. "We'll look into It 
later." 


The new vocational arts program will 


include industrial arts and home econom- 
ic classes. The exact courses to be of- 
fered have not yet been determined. 


THE COST estimates for the new addi- 


tions per school Is: Cooper, $460,000; 
London, $580,000; and Holmes, $750,000. 


The additions will give each of the Ju- 


nior high schools room to accommodate 
1,000 students. This will mean 400 more 
students will be able to attend Holmes 
and London and 200 more will be able to 
attend Cooper. 


Bargcr has said that Cooper Is the only 


school currently in need of the extra 
space. He estimated the school will have 
more than a capacity enrollment this 
year. 


Stavros cited for lack of pool permit 


James Slavros, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic commiltccman, was 
cited Friday for failure to obtain o build- 
Ing permit for the pool at his plush 
Northbrook home. 


James Domlco, violations supervisor 


for the Cook County Department of 
Building and Zoning, said an Inspection 
of the Stavros property Friday resulted 
in the Issuance of the citation, which will 
require Stavros to obtain a permit or 
face prosecution by county officials. 


The luxurious $100,000 home is at 3705 


Whlrlaway Dr. In the Citation Lake Es- 
tates area of unincorporated Northbrook. 


Failure of Stavros to obtain the neces- 


sary permit was uncovered as part of a 
Herald Investigation of officials In the 
Village of Wheeling, where Stavros has 


been a political power for several years. 


Despite the lack of a permit for tlio 


.pool, an expensive in-the-ground model 
that Includes a separate outbuilding and 
outdoor electrical fixtures, Stavros has 
paid real estate taxes on the pool since 
the house was built in 1970, a spokesman 
for County Assessor P.J. Cullcrton said 
last week. 


NORMALLY, the county would not 


move to put an improvement such as a 
pool on the tax rolls until the assessor's 
office receives a building permit notice. 
In the case of the Stavros' house, the 
Cullcrton spokesman said, the pool was 
observed during the original Inspection 
of the house by assessor's office field 
men and added to the tax rolls. 


Domlco said Stavros must apply for a 


permit from the county building depart- 


ment, which will then Inspect the pool to 
make sure it complies with code stan- 
dards. 


In addition to the regular permit fee 


for a pool of that size and type, Stavros 
will have to pay a fine of $25 or 10 per 
cent of the regular fee, whichever is 
greater, Domlco said. 


"The violation is that he didn't procure 


a permit. If he gets a permit, as far as 
we're concerned, he's complied with the 
building code," said Domico. 


"If they don't come In here for a per- 


mit on this pool, then we'll take legal 
action on It. The state's attorney can file 
a complaint and a summons will be is- 
sued signed by the Inspector saying he 
observed the premises with no permit," 
he said.

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some unincorporated areas. Street num- 
bers jump around from one section to the 
next. Instances like these can complicate 
the firemen's job, Winter said. 


ALSO, AS THE police department be- 


gins to use a central dispatch system 
based In Arlington Heights, inter-suburb 
street name confusion may become a 
greater problem, Seaberg said. 


For the moment, avoiding confusion 


mainly "just gets down to the memory of 
the men," Winter said. Fire department 
equipment also carry detailed village 
maps as an added precaution against 
confusion, he said. 


Memory is also the greatest safeguard 


against confusion in the Buffalo Grove 
Police Department, according to Sgt. Art 
Voight. He said Checker Road and 
Checker Drive in the village presents the 
biggest problem, although the men usual- 
ly learn to be careful of confusing the 
two streets. 


Buffalo Grove also has six horseshoe 


type streets which interesect cross 
streets at two places, Voight said. A call 
to the intersection of Estate Drive and 
Chatham Circle can refer to two differ- 
ent places, for example. In some cases 
the intersections can be several blocks 
apart. This can mean lost time in an- 
swering a call, Voight said. However, 
there is no way this dilemma can be 
avoided. 


Wheeling street names can present 


similar problems for the police depart- 
ment there, according to Lt. Tom Conte. 


For the most part, a familiarity with 


the village protects Wheeling police offi- 
cers from confusion, he said. However, 
the Dunhurst section of Wheeling "is still 
like going into a jigsaw puzzle," he said. 


"AND Tins CAN mean time lost when 


a minute can be a lot," he said. 


Most Wheeling police officers also car- 


ry village maps with them in their squad 
cars as a precautionary measure against 
confusion. 


"You'd be surprised how often you will 


refer to It," Conte said. 


Wheeling Fire Chief Bernhardt Koep- 


pcn also reported that sound-alike Wheel- 
ing street names cause confusion "once 
in awhile." 


Names like Willie Avenue and Willis 


Avenue, Oak Avenue and Oak Drive, and 
Fern Court and Feme Court can lead the 
time-pressed fireman astray. 


However, "it helps if the numbers are 


different," Koeppen said. 


Bill Bieber, director of building and 


zoning, said he began trying to screen 
the street naming process in the village 
about a year ago. 


Now he reviews proposed street names 


against a master list of village street 
names. He then checks the proposed 
names with the police and fire depart- 
ments and the post office, he siad. 


BIEBER SAYS the purpose of this is to 


try to avoid another development like 
Dunhurst, where North, South, East and 
West Wayne Places wind between other 
near-identical sounding street names. 


"Still It's pretty difficult to avoid sim- 


ilar sounding names," Bieber said

Your question puts the finger on the 


real problem about lecithin. Some scien- 
tists think that phospholtpids, of which 
lecithin Is one, In the bloodstream help to 
maintain the solubility of blood fats. This 
may be helpful in preventing athe- 
rosclerosis. 
However, the important 


phosphollplds in the bloodstream ore 
manufactured by our own body. That Is 
the only way they can get there. Taking 
leclthh or foods containing lecithin by 
mouth does not accomplish the same ef- 
fect. The digestive juices, pancreatic 
Juice and bile salts split and tear down 
fats and alter the food we eat. Lecithin is 
broken down before it is absorbed 


through the digestive wall into the blood. 


Many good research studies done In 


test tubes, or similar experimental situ- 
ations have nothing to do with lecithin 
taken by mouth. Many popular reports of 
such research fail to distinguish between 
what happens in the test tube as opposed 
to what happens to swallowed lecithin. 
Such reports in health publications for 
the general public lead to great confusion 
and misunderstanding. 


The body does need a small amount of 


polyunsaturated fat which helps the liver 
in its function of producing the phospholl- 
plds. You can get the small amount 
that's needed through proper diet without

resorting to lecithin tablets, which does 
not prevent atherosclerosis. 


The best example I know of the action 


of the digestive Juices on things we swal- 
low is to point out that Insulin, which is a 
natural hormone, is of no value If swal- 
lowed. The digestive Juices destroy in- 
sulin, so it has to be injected by needle, 
as diabetics know. 


The body needs only enough protein to 


replace lost body cells or to grow new 
ones — the latter is particularly impor- 
tant during the growth stage. Additional 
protein is converted to carbohydrates 
and used for energy or stored as fat. 


If you ate a well-balanced diet, you 


shouldn't need additional vitamins. Un- 
fortunately, many people do not eat a 
well-balanced diet, and for them a 


simple all purpose vitamin capsule each 
day isnt a bad idea. 


This is not an endorsement for the 


large doses of vitamins that some people 
take. It is necessary to have some fat in 
the digestive tract to absorb fat soluble 
vitamins, but it's almost impossible to 
avoid it. Food moves slowly through the 
intestine, and there is plenty of fat in a 
normal diet. Hence, there is usually 
enough fat in the intestine for vitamin 
absorption any time during the waking 
hours. A vitamin tablet can be taken any 
time during the day to obtain its bene- 
fits.

The hearing was conducted by Lang- 
homo Bond, Democrat Walker's appoint- 
ed secretary of transportation, and testi- 
mony was dominated by elected Republi- 
can officials. 


SEVERAL OK THEM praised Walker's

MAYORS ROBERT Tcichert of Mount 


Prospect and John Walsh of Arlington 
Heights both warned that suburban com- 
munities will not support a transit au- 
thority for Northeastern Illinois which 
docs not Incorporate the "one-man, one- 
vote" rule for the benefit of suburban 
residents. 


Tcichert cited a resolution passed by 


the Mount Prospect Village Board in 
March, 1972, supporting a regional tran- 
sit authority excluding the city of Chi- 
cago, prohibiting raising of local taxes 
and guaranteeing "as near as possible" 
one-man, one-vote. 


Walsh said the Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Board will adopt a resolution strong- 
ly favoring a regional transit authority, 
but said the trustees will not support a 
plan which docs not provide an "ade- 


quate, collective voice for the suburbs in 
relation to the city of Chicago." 


Walsh said Arlington Heights officials 


would support the use of motor fuel taxes 
for mass transit, and additional fuel 
taxes within the region. But he said the 
plan must have built-in protection "from 
creating a Goliath running over all other 
(governmental units) in Its path, dis- 
regarding all but Its own interests." 


DEMOCRATIC REP. Harold A. Katz 


of Glencoe said proposals to allow refer- 
cndums in any of the six counties — 
Cook, Will, DuPage, Kane, Lake and 
McHenry — to withdraw from the transit 
authority would be fatal to a com- 
prehensive plan. 


"If the citizens of a county have such a 


right, as we are told, would not the same 


right exist for the citizens of any commu- 
nity and would not the final result be a 
crazy patchwork that would doom a uni- 
fied transportation system to certain fail- 
ure?" Katz asked. 


He cited a quotation by Harris, that "If 


the Declaration of Independence had had 
a referendum provision, some parts of 
this country would still be pan of the 
British Empire.' 


Other elected officials who spoke at the 


hearing in favor of a transit authority 
Included U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, 
R-10th; 
State Sen. John 
Nlmrod, 


R-Skokie; Mayor Robert Atcber of 
Schaumburg; and Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge. A prepared statement 
was read on behalf of Rep. Aaron Jaffe,

Pot reform draws strong backing 


by DAVID E. ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Advocates of reform 


of marijuana laws believe they may have 
turned the corner In their campaign to- 
ward eventual legalization of the drug. 


They cite these recent events: 


—Texas, which had the harshest sanc- 


tions in the country against smoking 
marijuana, has sharply reduced its pen- 
alty for possession of the substance. 


—Oregon has essentially removed all 


criminal penalties for private possession 
and use of marijuana, reclassl/ying pos- 
session of up to one ounce as a "viola- 
ton" with a maximum penalty of a $100 
fine, the equivalent of an expensive jay- 
walking ticket. 


—The House of Delegates of the presti- 


gious American Bar Association called 
for an end to criminal penalties for mari- 
juana smokers. 


Before the change In the Texas law, 


offenders could be sentenced to life Im- 
prisonment for possession of marijuana. 
Under the new law, private possession 
has been reduced to a low misdemeanor 
classification. This provides for a max- 
imum jail term of six months and a fine 
of up to $1,000 for possession of two 
ounces of marijuana. 


The Texas law also allows for a rcsen- 


tenclng of those currently imprisoned. 


According to NORML — the National 


Organization for the Reform of Mari- 
juana Laws — 700 persons are now 
serving marijuana-related sentences in 
Texas. "The new law will entitle many 
prisoners to be freed, and hundreds of 
others to have their sentences sig- 
nificantly reduced," it said.

Keith Stroup, director of NORML, says 


the Oregon decision represents a signifi- 
cant, genuine shift in public policy. 


"As other states follow the lead of Ore- 


gon," he said, "we will see a dramatic 
reduction in the number of young people 
whose lives are irreparably scarred by a 
criminal conviction for simply smoking 
marijuana." 


The President's Commission on Mari- 


juana and Drug Abuse reported last year 
that under existing state laws 93 per cent 
of marijuana-related arrests were for 
simple possession and only 7 per cent 
were for trafficking. 


The marijuana lobbyists, while even- 


tually hoping for legalization of pot, are 
concentrating their efforts now on re- 
moving penalties for simple possession 
for private use. 


Following the action in Oregon, similar 


measures have been introduced in nearly 
a dozen other state legislatures. 


Among states eyed by reform advo- 


cates is Colorado, where the legislature 
held pubb'c hearings earlier this year on 
a measure to legalize sale of marijuana 
to adults through existing liquor outlets. 


The Colorado plan — which would go 


farther than any existing law — would 
call for a tax of $6 an ounce which would 
be used for the state's old age pension 
fund. 


Stroup and NORML do not expect to 


win all their legislative initiatives this 
year but they are convinced the tide has 
turned and the thrust of public opinion is 
on their side. 


The ABA resolution calling for an end 


to criminal penalties seems to bear them 
out. It calls for "no criminal laws pun- 
ishing the simple possession of mari- 
juana by users." That links the ABA 
with such organizations as the National 
Council of Churches, the National Educa- 
tion Association, the American Public 
Health Association and the governing 
board of the American Medical Associ- 
ation. (UPI)

EPA's move a good start 


The Illinois Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency has taken a bold 
first step to make one of this coun- 
try's largest public utilities show a 
little "concern for our total envi- 
ronment." 


The object of the EPA's wrath Is, 


of course, Commonwealth Edison, 
which launched that "concern" slo- 
gan several years ago. 


It seems that the EPA feels 


Commonwealth Edison Isn't con- 
cerned enough — so the EPA has 
moved to have any Commonwealth 
Edison rate increase tied to com- 
pliance with anti-pollution laws. 


Commonwealth Edison Is asking 


for a 12.G per cent general rate in- 


Thn 
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crease, and acting EPA director 
Jack Marco told a press confer- 
ence Aug. 19 that 50 per cent of 
that increase must be tied directly 
with compliance to the state EPA 
act. 


According to Marco, the giant 


utility hasn't taken the necessary 
steps to bring its eight power 
plants in line with clean air stan- 
dards. 


Further, Marco charges Com- 


monwealth Edison has "attempted 
to cripple our air pollution control 
program by supporting special in- 
terest legislation to prohibit en- 
forcement of the sulphur dioxide 
standards," apparently referring 
to the use of high sulphur coal. 


Commonwealth Edison's spokes- 


men counter that the utility has 
spent "hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars for environmental clean-up." 


It is also argued by the utility that 
the rate hike is needed to help con- 
tinue the clean-up. 


This is, of course, not the first 


time Commonwealth Edison has 
drawn criticism — and official ac- 
tion — for its pollution activities. 
Coal burning and the 
utility's 


atomic plant at Zion have been ac- 
cused before of threatening our to- 
tal environment. 


In the shadow of Commonwealth 


Edison's problems is its massive 
advertising campaign to convince 
the public that it is, indeed, deeply 
concerned about keeping Illinois 
clean and beautiful. One wonders, 
though, if the request for higher 
rates might be a bit less if the utili- 
ty wasn't spending so much cash 
on trying to convince the public 
that it's a shining giant. 


Marco says he's referred en- 


forcement action against Com- 
monwealth Edison to the office of 
Illinois. Attorney General William 
J. Scott for the eight operating sta- 
tions. We hope Scott moves quickly 
on enforcement, and we hope Com- 
monwealth Edison starts its clean- 
up program as soon as possible. 


Perhaps later a 12.6 per cent 


rate increase will be reasonable, 
but only after Commonwealth Edi- 
son begins to comply with the envi- 
ronmental needs of Illinois and 
shows a little bit more "concern 
for our total environment." 


The Prospect Heights Old Town Sani- 


tary District has recently filed a suit 
against a member of the Hillcrcst Home- 
owners Association for allegedly "filling 
in" a flood plain area without a permit. 


The charge provoked an angry re- 


sponse from the association which denied 
the allegation and at a meeting held last 
week voted to take appropriate counter- 
actions to what they regarded as harass- 
ment. 


The land in question is a small area 


belonging to the association. It borders 
Hillcrcst Lake on the north and Is lo- 
cated in front of two of the homeowner's 
residences. 


Recently, because of tire tracks, pot 


holes and cleavages, partly caused by 
the equipment used In the construction of 
the sewers In the area, the land was top 
dressed by one member to restore it and 
prepare it for planting. Herein lies the 
basis of the suit. 


The association members historically 


have cared for the lake property Imme- 
diately In front of their homes. The 
members do their own mowing, weeding, 
planting, policing and restoral work, 
much of which Is necessary for safety 
reasons. In addition, they pay heavy 
taxes, insurance and maintenance ex- 
penses on the area. It is kept for the 
enjoyment of the entire community. 


Since flooding from their lake occa- 


sionally takes place in the spring of the 
year, the association is keenly aware of 
the necessity for rules governing the 
placement of "fill" where the drainage 


topography may be altered or damaged. 


However, a narrow interpretation of 


the law which in effect prevents main- 
taining one's own lawn is destructive of 
the rights of property owners and can 
only provoke citizen hostility which in 
turn is met with arrogance by enforcers. 


The owners who are mostly profes- 


sional people and long time residents of 
Prospect Heights are well known in the 
community. They feel the sanitary dis- 
trict Is harassing them for purposes of 
its own aggrandizement. They have, 
therefore, retained counsel and have ap- 
pointed a political committee to take all 
appropriate action necessary. 


It is hoped that the suit can be settled 


amicably, but the owners are planning to 
take their case to the people with tele- 


vision interviews, bumper stickers, house 
to house visits with their neighbors and 
other appropriate action — local, county 
and statewide to support a first class 
counter-action suit against the sanitary 
district. 


This action by the sanitary district 


using taxpayers own money to harass the 
citizens in an arrogant display of power, 
accounts also for a cooling off of the 
members toward incorporation 
which 


they had gradually come to feel might be 
in their best interests. 


Reasonable people on both sides should 


resolve this issue and quickly!

Building preservation a new trend 


At first glance, It seemed like one of 


the better Ideas produced by a Northwest 
suburban governing body all summer. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


announced two weeks ago that It had 
earmarked $47,000 of 197-1 tax money to 
help establish a replica of a pioneer farm 
common to thl* area 150 >cars ago. 


As part of the plan, members of the 


Arlington 
Heights Historical 
Society 


would help to do the research for the 
farm. In 197-1 an architect probably 
would be hired to design the buildings In 
this "farm"; officials can't say whether 
only one building or the entire complex 
would be built at one time. 


Now, U you have children, or If you're 


a transplanted farmer, the scheme per- 
haps has considerable charm. And even 
If you've never been on a farm, the Idea 
of windmills and cows dotting the Illinois 
prairie may have a lot of appeal. We de- 
serve a chunk of our heritage, as It Is 
often difficult to realize this country was, 
indeed, once rich farm land.

The Idea, however, as noble as It is, 


has one fault: authenticity. This reporter 
recalls driving out the northern reaches 
of Arlington Heights five years ago to 
watch the destruction of a battered farm- 
bouse and assorted outbuildings. The 
buildings were destroyed, after a brief 
public protest, to accomodate a swelling 
subdivision. 


I recall the dust pouring out of the 


building as the relentless bulldozers re- 
duced it to splinters. I recall the light 
filtering through the shattered barns and 
the long-Idle milk cans lined up in rows 
by the long-Idle mail box. 


Perhaps the buildings were only 50 


years old, but they could have served the 
purpose for which assorted public bodies 
in Arlington Heights are today willing to 
spend about $47,000 to plan to rebuild the 
past. 


Although we choose to neglect them at 


limes, there are relics of our past all 
around us. The greed of our construction 
allows little quarter for what is old and 
what is original in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. We are left with little more than 
greed and an artificial attempt to build 
anew, rather than to resurrect what's 
come before, and still remains. 


Further, the action of the park district 


Is a move against the trend towards re- 
novation In this country. In Arlington 
Heights, Schaumburg, Palatine and other 
suburbs, there are many homeowners 
who are willing to take old buildings and, 


with lots of hard work, to spruce them 
back to what they were once. 


This isn't merely a suburban trend. All 


over the south side of St. Louis, for ex- 
ample, hardy do-it-yourself types are 
moving into shuttered 100-year-old man- 
sions and trying very hard to rebuild 
them. 


In downtown Seattle, they're renovat- 


ing a skid row section that's the oldest 
part of the city. It's near the waterfront, 
and it is beginning to resemble the better 
parts of Chicago's Old Town before it 
d i s i n t e g r a t e d into rampant com- 
mercialism. 


Obviously, the Northwest suburbs have 


bulldozed away most of the best exam- 
ples of construction and architecture that 
were once here. 


But there are isolated farmhouses and 


homes around. Too many of them are 
under the guns of what has come to be 
called "progress.' All too sadly, the 
wrecking ball, when It swings, it swings 
with a terrible kind of finality for our 
American culture.

How much the Communist coun- 
tries spend on such exploration for oil 
and other minerals Is not known, but It's 
a considerable amount, ami they ore 
quite good at It. 


Many people probably still think of 


geophysics as a scholarly discipline. It is 
but It also Imohes the workaday use of 
an array of ulrbornc and shipboard 
space age Instruments and systems that 
have replaced the old fashioned prospec- 
tors pick and shovel and the Gclgcr 
counter. 


OF THE $1 billion spent on geophvsic.il 


exploration jcarly in the free world. $700 
million Is spent by North American firms 
such as Sciscom Delta, Inc., of Houston, 
whose president, James W. Mitchell, 
says the whole Industry has had a tre- 
mendous acceleration since early 1971 
when government and business really be- 
gan to get frightened about the crunch. 


Other Important geophysical firms In- 


clude Seismograph Service Corp., of Tul- 
.<ta, Okla., a unit of Raytheon Corp, 
Texas Instruments' Geophjslcal Sonlco 
Inc, of Dallas, and Llttom Industries' 
Western Geophysical Co. of Houston. 


Among the sophisticated systems used 


by these companies arc: 


• The Mini Marine helicopter support 


system, which obtains seismic readings 
from remote offshore areas such as those 
parts of Canada's northern waters that 
arc Ice free only a few necks a >car. 
Tiny but sturdy 14-foot launches arc 


loaded with an electric generator, a gy- 
roscope, a Dopplcr sonar system, a re- 
ceiver for satellite signals and seismic 
gear, 
Including on air 
compressor 


needed to create the sonic boom neces- 
sary to create the Impulses to be record- 
ed. All this gear, plus the motor launches 
and the scientists, has to be ferried into 
place and recovered by helicopter. 


• The magnetometer, In use for some 


years, is a scientific replacement for the 
old fashioned well digger's "divining 
rod." Carried In slow moving, low-flying 
aircraft, the magnetometer detects large 
geological formations deep under water 
or land that are likely sites for large de- 
posits of metallic ores or oil. It's much 
more useful for ore than oil exploration.^ 


TWO SYSTEMS In use only a little 


over a year arc "predictive adaptive 
m u l t i p l e suppression" (PAMS) and 
"sclschrome probability determination," 
both designed to clarify the geophysical 
profiles of a region being obtained by 
other Instruments. 


PAMS, as It implies, is a complicated 


set of computer controlled instruments to 
eliminate "ghosts" and other distortions 
and confusions caused by echoes, deep 
water currents and difficult sea bed con- 
ditions. 


Sclschrome uses color differentiation to 


clear up confusion in pictures obtained 
by aerial or underwater cameras. Selsch- 
romo pictures are superimposed on the 
other pictures and provide more detail 
for analysis. 


Another system, satellite multlspcctra! 


photography, developed by Spectral Data 
Corp , of Hauppage, N. Y., for moon pho- 
tography by American astronauts, also is 
beginning to play a role in geophysical 
exploration for minerals. 


The American family wishing to sell its 


house today has a problem it didn't have 
several months ago. 


The problem: To find a buyer of the 


existing home who con get a mortgage 
loan to finance the purchase. Right now, 
home credit conditions arc tightening to 
a point where the resale market in exist- 
ing homes in some areas is beginning to 
grind toward a virtual standstill. 


Officials of the United States Savings 


and Loan League said the reason lies 
with a recent decision by the federal gov- 
ernment to fight Inflation with high inter- 
est rotes. "Interest rates on various 
types of market investments have risen 
to the point where they are diverting 
substantial sums from home financing 
Institutions and the mortgage market," 
said Norman Strunk, league executive 
vice president. 


"The growing scarcity of mortgage 


money is producing higher mortgage 
rates and also forcing savings associ- 
ations to curb lending programs. The re- 
sale market Is hit especially had because 
associations are by far the prune sup- 
pliers of loans to buyers of existing 
single-family units." 


LAST YEAR ALONE, associations 


loaned a record $26 6 billion to buyers of 


1,175,000 one-to-four-family 
dwellings. 


Loans of this type constituted more than 
half of the loans made by associations. 


The United States Savings and Loan 


League Is the largest trade group for the 
savings and loan business. Its member 
Institutions hold more home loans than 
do all other private lenders combined. 


"When associations have plenty of 


money to lend, as they did In 1971 and 
1972, local real estate activity thrives 
and people who price their homes or con- 
dominiums fairly can find qualified buy- 
ers in a short time," Strunk continued. 


"But when they must reduce loan pro- 


grams by tightening terms and rationing 
funds, real estate activity on America's 
'Main Streets' slows to a crawl, buyers 
who can get financing become harder 
and harder to find, and ultimately all 
real estate values suffer." 


In addition to the problem of dis- 


intermediation (funds flowing out of sav- 
ings accounts) savings and loan associ- 
ations face stlffer competition for avail- 
able savings as a result of higher ceil- 
ings on savings rates authorized in July. 
One of these actions shaved the tradition- 
al passbook differential which associ- 
ations held over banks to V\ per cent 
from Vt per cent. 


F E D E R A L REGULATORS also 


created a new four-year "wild card" sav- 
ings category with no rate ceiling, in ef- 
fect wiping out the concept of savings 
ceilings set up by Congress in 1966. 


"With all Interest rates rising, savings 


associations were already planning loon 
cutbacks in anticipation of reduced sav- 
ings flows because of the growing com- 
petition for savings from the general 
money market," Strunk explained. "The 
savings rate ceilings put still more pres- 
sure on mortgage money because they 
tended to divert some savings into 
banks." 


Strunk sees no relief for communities 


that depend on savings associations to 
support resale home markets until inter- 
est rates decline or Congress takes steps 


to assure that the impact of higher inter- 
est rates is spread more evenly over 
various sectors of the economy and not 
concentrated upon housing and real es- 
tate. 


He noted that without savings rate ceil- 


ings, associations will always be at a dis- 
advantage during periods of inflation. 


"Because they specialize in home buy- 


ers, their money is invested mostly in 
long-term mortgages, many made years 
ago at rates far below the current mar- 
ket," Strunk said. "This pulls their over- 
all earnings rate down to where it would 
be Impossible for them to increase sav- 
ings rates sharply without forcing new 
borrowers to pay rates so high that no- 
body could afford to buy a home."

cluded in the Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration data. 


Consumption of motor fuel taxed at 


prevailing rates was 7.7 per cent higher 
than in 1971, the biggest annual Increase 
in 17 years. Net state motor fuel receipts 
were 10 per cent higher, reflecting tax

Answer: Ordinarily, if you can foresee 


living In a house 34 to 4 years, or less, 
>ou'rc probably better off to rent than 
buy. But, that's a rough guide only. All 
kinds of conditions affect the equation — 
suitable rental housing not available or 
excessively expensive, for example. 


You can analyze the trade-off yourself 


by figuring the cost of buying and selling 
plus taxes and Interest against renting. 
Generally, home ownership costs less on 
a yearly basis than renting. But. ex- 
change costs (real estate agent's com- 
mission, prcpavmcr.t penalties, mortgage 
origination fee and discount points, plus 
others) must be amortized over several 
yean. Thus, how long >ou live In a house 
affects the real annual cost difference 
between owning and rcntlrg.

life insurance, you might sign a separate 
lire Only with jour permission can cred- 
it life Insurance premiums be charged to 
payment*. 


Adding the cast of credit life insurance 


to the amount being financed, the cash 
price of the sofa In your case, violates 
truth-in-lcndlng regulations If you can 
prove the cost addition. >ou can sue for 
$100 to $1,000 or double the amount of the 
finance charge, whichever is greater. 
Thus, you should not be paving extra for 
credit life Insurance unless you were 
bamboozled Into signing the option line

Answer: You arc the victim of an old 


habit of simply multiplying ounces times 
the first-class rate per ounce. Under cur- 
rent rates, a priority mall system for 
"heavy pieces" moves first class mall 
weighing over 12 ounces but less than 16 
ounces for $1 to all postal zones. Air mall 
over 8 but less than 16 ounces also moves 
for $1. For cither first class or air mail, 
rates vary by zone for packages weigh- 
ing more than one pound. A rate sheet 
available from your post office provides 
complete information. 


Question: "Did the Congress lower the 


estate tax brackets? I don't recall many 
people having to pay federal estate taxes 
until last year. Several families have 
really been hit Itard by (he need to pay 
taxes In cash within nine months. Have 
the rules or rales changed?"

Answer: Estate tax rules or brackets 


haven't changed, and that's part of the 
problem. The first $60,000 of person's 
taxable estate is exempt from federal es- 


tate taxes. 


State death or inheritance taxes arc 


additional and vary widely among states. 
Two factors are bringing estate taxes 
into more family thinking — (1) the in- 
creasing size of estates duo almost en- 
tirely to inflation; (2) Rapid increase in 
estate tax rates which move up progres- 
sively. 


Rates begin at 3 per cent on the tax- 


able amount up to $5,000 and increase to 
28 per cent for amounts between 560,000 
and $100,000. Estate tax rates have re- 
mained unchanged since 1942. The value 
of houses, goods, investments, and all the 
other assets grouped into one's estate 
has increased markedly since then. 
Many families are now liable for federal 
estate taxes where no tax would have 
been paid only n few years ago.

land, Missouri, New Jersey, New York, 
South Carolina, Virginia and the District 
of Columbia, CCH noted. 


The states reported that 110.1 billion 


gallons of motor fuel were consumed last 
year, excluding military use, but 4 per 
cent was tax exempt or subject to full 
tax refund. 


Total gallonage taxed was 105 6 billion 


gallons (passing 100 billion for the first 
time), of which over 600 million gallons 
were taxed at lower-than-prevailing rates 
because of special use. 


THE NET OF 105 billion was made up 


of 96.7 billion gallons of gasoline and 8 3 
billion gallons of special fuels (primarily 
dlescl fuel, with smaller amounts of li- 
quefied petroleum gases). 


The special fuels total was 12.7 percent 


greater than in 1971. The use of nongaso- 
linc fuels has doubled twice in the last 14 
years and now constitutes more than 7.5 
per cent of the motor fuel market.

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Cosmetic surgery 


It lifts the face...and spirits too 


Beauty may be only skin deep and 


those wrinkles may add character. And 
some people will freely admit that they 
aren't all that unhappy about theirs, but 
most of us would rather leave those sag* 
gy jowls, crcpey skin and turkey necks 
than take them. 


Furthermore, II there really were a 


fountain to drink from, a potion to swal- 
low, magic words to utter or even a 
simple regenerative chamber to erase 
the ravages of age, there's nary a wom- 
an alive who wouldn't do so. Or man ei- 
ther. 


True, there are many Individuals who 


seem to grow handsomer with the years. 
Liz Taylor says she's proud of her 
wrinkles, but then we don't all look like 
Liz. For most of us the yean add sags 
and bags that do not improve one's ap- 
pearance. 


To compensate most of us do the best 


we can with what we have and what Is 
available. We take vitamins, estrogen 
and diet to keep our bodies In better con- 
dition. We wear undergarments that 
mold (men, too), choose clothes that flat- 
ter, wear our hair In the most attractive 
manner, use make-up and, as young- 
sters, may hove undergone orthodontry 
— all to present a better imago to others 
and to ourselves. 


BUT THE YEAftS still take their toll. 
Unwilling to accept this toll, many 


women (and men, too) are resorting to 
cosmetic or aesthetic surgery (face 
lifts). 


While face lifts are quite common 


among men In the entertainment world, 
others are beginning to feel that looking 
younger would also be a plus In their 
particular business. In increasing num- 
bers, doctors report, area men, especial- 
ly those who must compete with younger 
men In the business world, ore now seek- 
ing the services of the plastic surgeon. 


From men the most usual request is 


for eyelid and forehead surgery although 
requests for a total face life ore Increas- 
ing. Men also seek more "nose Jobs." 
With women It's the neck area that both- 
ers them the most. 


Doctors agree that a complete lift 


brings the best results. However, In bal- 
ding men, it Is difficult and sometimes 
Impossible to hide the scars of cosmetic 
surgery. But baggy eyelids and crow's- 
feet can be lessened in a partial lift. 
Frown lines can be treated with slUcono 
injections or an Incision above the eye- 
brows. Cheek crepes can be lessened 
through an incision in front of the car, 
but jowls require the full treatment. 


SIMPLY STATED, during cosmetic 


surgery the skin is separated from the 
underlying tissue. The skin Is pulled up- 
ward and back, the excess skin Is cut off 
and the patient is sewn up with sutures. 
The full lift Includes the removal of fore- 
head creases, bags and wrinkles around 


the eyes, the removal of sag from the 
lower face and upper neck areas and 
perhaps the application of an acid to 
burn off wrinkles in the mouth area. 


Once the prerogative of the rich and 


famous, cosmetic surgery Is becoming 
more and more middle class. It Is no 
longer thought of as vain, kooky, neuro- 
tic or Immature. Much has been publish- 
ed and talk of face lifting Is more open 
than ever before. 


There are also more and more sur- 


geons specializing in plastic surgery. At 
Northwest Community Hospital, for In- 
stance, five of these specialists are now 
on the staff. And therein lies a message. 


These plastic surgeons do their share 


of correcting birth defects, but with seat 
belts and fewer high speed auto acci- 
dents in our changing suburbs, repair 
work Is on the decline. Yet their files are 
bulging — bulging with records of subur- 
ban women who just want to look better 
and healthier. 


ALTHOUGH "BETTER" Often turns 


out "younger" with surgery, the women 
are not fighting the chronological years 
but the ravages of those years. 


According to a recent study women are 


seeking lifts at a younger age than ever 
before. Not too many years ago doctors 
refused to do a lift unless the woman was 
at least pushing 60. 


Today the average patient is a 48-year- 


old married woman active socially and

culturally or gainfully employed. Fur- 
thermore, more doctors are suggesting 
lifts at the first signs of wrinkling — 
around 35 or 40 — because the woman 
will then spend more years looking bet- 
ter. 


Since most patients continue to look at 


least 10 or more years younger than 
their actual years, they may never need 
a "retread." 


Unbeknown to the patient who consults 


him, the surgeon is carefully screening 
him or her. Not every person Is a good 
candidate for a lift. 


Barring unsuitable skin types, a person 


with emotional problems will not be hap- 
py after surgery, nor will those who 
bring in photographs of someone else 
they'd like to look like or photos of them- 
selves taken when they were younger. 


THOSE WHO PASS the screening ore 


told that they can expect Improvement, 
but not perfection. Results will not neces- 
sarily be dramatic. Friends who often 
are not aware of one's turkey wattle or 


jowls will note only that the 


llVOSIOtJ 


patient somehow looks rested, refreshed 
— and better, and If told of the surgery, 
will often admit — younger. 


How can one prevent wrinkles? Except 


for wearing dork glasses and con- 
centrating on not frowning, you can't. 
It's gravity and loss of muscle tone that 
create sagging and there's not much you 
can do about that either. 


Doctors now claim that massage, fa- 


cia] isometrics and even yawning stretch 
the skin, loosening it from the muscles. 
Only the very young, doctors say, should 
do facial exercises which may or may 
not help preserve muscle tone — for a 
time. Good general health is important 
and staying out of the sun will keep the 
skin from getting leathery. 


Beauty may be the gift of the gods, but 


if the gods seem to have forgotten you, 
especially In your middle years, plastic 
surgery may be a substitute for that 
fountain of youth.

The operation: What to expect 


"Off with his nose!" ordered the king. 


Then, so ho could look like everybody 
else, the poor fellow with the lopped off 
nose went to the potter. 


Those first fake noses were fashioned 


of clay by potters as early as 600 B.C., 
the beginning of plastic and reconstruc- 
tive surgery. However, it wasn't until 
World War I that plastic surgery became 
a branch of today's medicine. 


Actually, plastic surgery has very little 


to do with plastic. It comes from a Greek 
word meaning "capable of being mold- 
ed." 


Today plastic surgery Is done on many 


parts of the body with cosmetic, or aes- 
thetic, surgery being one of the major 
aspects. The others are correction of 
serious birth defects and repairing tis- 
sues devastated by war, accidents, burns 
and disease. 


Though not physically serious defects, 


noses that are too big, chins that arc too 
receding or cars that stick out can cause 
Intense humiliation and mental anguish 
In young people. Those who have had 
these defects corrected In later years be- 
lieve life would have been richer it done 
earlier. They claim It's unrealistic to tell 
young teenagers, "Boys (or girls) will 
love you for yourself." 


IN THE LAST decade plastic surgery 


has grown by giant leaps. Teenagers ore 
having the features that cause anguish 
changed. Everyone has heard about the 
boom in the bust business. Doctors have 
also removed arm, leg and stomach flab 
but stress that surgery is no substitute 
for diet. 


But it's the face lift that is now ex- 


periencing a phenomenal growth, most- 
ly on women over 40. 


Cosmetic surgery is one of medicine's 


most exacting yet creative specialties. It 
has been described as a combination of 
art and sculpture, engineering and 
geometry. 


With the possible exception of surgeons 


who do chest and open heart operations, 
the plastic surgeon trains longer than 
any other medical specialist 


After medical school and a year of In- 


ternship he does at least three years of 
general surgery training. After that 
there ore two or three more years of spe- 
cialized training in plastic surgery in- 
e l u d i n g otolaryngology (ear, nose, 
throat). 


THIS MEANS that a student entering 


college at 18 will be 33 before he finishes 
his surgical training. And be could well 
be 35 If the training program he chooses 
requires candidates to be board-certified 
in surgery before they enter. At least one 
medical society requires proof of profi- 
ciency In actual cases before member- 
ship is granted. This can take another 
two years. 


Despite the publicity given cosmetic 


surgery on Phyllis DHIer, Virginia Gra- 
ham, Vldal Sassoon, Henry Fonda and 
others in the entertainment world, most 
suburban patients prefer to keep the sur- 
gery their own secret. 


How, then, do you go about finding a 


"good" plastic surgeon? 


The American Medical Society recom- 


mends asking your family physician or 
your gynecologist. Check with the hospi- 
tals for names of plastic and reconstruc- 
tive surgeons on the hospital staff. Avoid 
those who have a unique treatment per- 
formed in their own clinic. 


DURING CONSULTATION be open 


and ask questions. After all, it's your 
face. Does he belong to any special, rec- 
ognized societies? What are his experi- 
ences in the field? Did he study at any of 
the major medical schools? Does he have 
a conservative attitude or does he prom- 
ise you can look like Liz Taylor? What is 
his fee? 


When you are satlsifed that you have 


complete confidence in your surgeon, go 
ahead and set the date. Omit any social 
engagements for at least two weeks fol- 
lowing the surgery. Cosmetic surgery is 
one of those predicaments in which you 
get worse before you get better. 


Does it hurt? 
Patients say no. Discomfort, yes, but 


no pain. 


Surgery, under either local or general 
anesthesia, takes two to four or more 
hours. Some patients spend several days 
in the hospital, others only a day or two. 


At first, when you get home, you'll 


hate the surgeon every time you look 
into a mirror. Worse yet, you will have 
paid a sizeable hunk of cash In advance 
to the surgeon. Your insurance seldom 
covers either hospital or surgical bills for 
cosmetic surgery. 


AREA SURGEONS charge up to $2500 


or more for a full lift. Eye area only, 
runs $500 to $750 or more; Lower face 
and upper neck, $1500 to $2,000. Costs are 
even higher in Chicago. 


Rhlnoplasty (nose job) costs between 


$500 and $1,500; ears folded back or 
made smaller, $400 to $700. 


Once her mind is made up and the sur- 


gery Is scheduled, the patient again vis- 
its the surgeon in his office where she is 
given a "special" haircut. A swath of 
hair about an Inch wide is shaved ap- 
proximately one inch inside the hairline 
adjacent to the areas to be lifted. 


All stitches, except for those around 


the eyes and those In front of the ears, 
will be done in this shaved area. Scars 
around the eyes and in front of the ears 
will be visible only to the trained eye. 
Neck lifts may also Include a small ver- 
tical scar in the center of the nape, usu- 
ally hidden by the hairdo. 


Following surgery you'll be seeing 


friends within two weeks. Keep your se- 
cret, if you wish.

down their hooked noses at you through 
baggy lids to hint that you have done 
something wicked, perverse, unnatural 
or just plain absurd, don't come unglued.

lift, but like most women she preferred 
not to advertise the latter. 


The illness left Mrs. L. with a new, 


slim figure, but she hated the added 
wrinkles. With life a once-around deal, 
Mrs. L. reasoned that she didn't want to 
spend what was left of it looking less at- 
tractive than was necessary. She felt she 
owed It to herself to do something about 
it, and she told only her husband and the 
two confidantes of her decision to under- 
go a face lift. 


SHE SPENT ONLY one night hi the 


hospital following the surgery, three mis- 
erably uncomfortable days at home look- 
Ing like a zombie, several more days 
grateful for the miracle of healing, and 
by the end of the week she was smiling. 


By the 10th day all stitches had been 


removed, swelling was minimal and re- 
maining bruises could be hidden with 
make-up. 


She came out of hiding. 
Under a local anesthetic Mrs. L.'s op- 


eration took five hours. "I was so groggy 
I wouldn't have cared if they had cut out 
my tongue!" she recalls. 


Crow's-feet and bags over and under 


the eyes were tackled first Then cheek 
and neck tightening, and lastly, a chem- 
ical was applied to the mouth area to 
burn off fine wrinkles. 


It was the burning around the mouth in 


those first few hours that caused Mrs. L. 
the only real pain she can remember. 
This was remedied with a knock-out pill 
and when she awakened three hours lat- 
er the burning pain was gone. 


Eye bondages were removed the morn- 


Ing after the operation, and through nar- 
row slits Mrs. L. could make out that her 
face was black and blue and very swol- 
len. Her head was swathed in bandages. 


"YOU'LL WISH you had never met 


me!" the doctor had warned. He was 
right. Mrs. L. will never forget those 
first three days. Her husband was cer- 
tain something had gone wrong. His wife 


looked like a horrible monster. No ona 
would have recognized her. 


The swelling and bruising got worse 


each of the first three days. Swollen ears 
and stitches and wires hi the back of her 
head and neck made sleeping difficult 
She admits to being miserable but insists 
there was no pain.

veiled wife for her first visit back to the 
doctor. The crusts around the mouth 
were peeled off to reveal new, wrinkle- 
less skin. Stitches in front of the ears and 
around the eyes were removed.

The swelling was beginning to go 


down, but the new skin around the mouth 
was bright red. With cheeks in shades of 
blue, green and yellow, Mrs. L. de- 
scribed herself as looking not unlike a 
clown. 


A SHAMPOO on the fifth day, and with 


swelling and bruises fast disappearing, 
Mrs. L. was looking human again. 


A wig and make-up on the sixth day 


gave her a real boost From then on 
progress was fast but not dramatic. Then 
in the third week an egg-like black and 
blue swelling developed In one cheek. 
She was concerned, but the doctor 
wasn't It went away. To flatten tiny 
bumps at the outer corners of the eye 
she was told to press hard on them, of- 
ten. 


Six weeks after the operation, the only 


telltale signs were hairline scars hidden 
under the hairline, under her lower lash- 
es, in the creases on the upper lids, in 
the fold in front of the ears and under 
her hah* at the nape of her neck. 


Nearly Invisible scars at the outer cor- 


ner of each eye tilted up, just where oye- 
liner Is applied. The hah- shaved off to- 
side the hairline was growing back. 


A neighbor recently asked what kind of 


face cream she used. 


Mrs. L. is very pleased. She likes her- 


self much better.

It's a cinch, covering a pan 
with a slopplng-wet (castoff) terry towel 
and sprinkling on a capful or two of 
household ammonia and letting it sit 
overnight in the sink. In the morning, all 
the scorchy stuff wipes right off.

Well, the reason I veer away from 


plugging the "ammonia pack" is because 
I don't think it works on straight alumi- 
num. It worked on one skillet but didn't 
do a thing for the bottom of my alumi- 
num roaster. It worked beautifully on the 
bottoms of the enamel roasting pans but 
didn't faze the blackened stainless-steel 
pan. So I've concluded It's an "Iffy" 
thing — working beautifully on some 
things, and not at all on others. Remem- 
ber that the ammonia bottle still says 
plainly that It isn't for aluminum.

High School ranks as the best female gol- 
fer her age In Illinois.

cent PGA and NIWAGA Junior Open 
wins plus victory at last week's Tommy 
Kouimanoff 
Co-Ed Cluiilc at While 


Pines In Hensenvllle. 


But what Dcslrce really went after last 


spring, she couldn't get. That was a spot 
on Waukcgan's varsity boys' golf team. 


Sounds like a crazy Idea, right? This 


girl actually wants to play golf with the 
boys. Ridiculous, of course. 


But wait! The boys usually have 


trouble beating her so maybe it's not so 
ridiculous after all. 
' 


Urged on by former Waukegan and 


now Western Illinois University golfer 
Gary Allolan. DeMree vowed to asiault 
the barrier lait spring. 


"There was a note on one of our school 


bulletin boards that said anyone inter- 
ested In playing on the guys' golf team 
should meet in room such-and-such," Dc- 
slrce related last week after round one of 
tho Kouzmanoff Co-Ed. 


"Well, I think It got back to tho golf 


coach that I wanted to go out because 


when I got there, he was waiting at the 
door. 


"He told me It was against state rules 


for girls to compete with guys," Desiree 
said. "At that time, I thought it was 
only a Suburban League rule, not state." 


Tho Illinois High School Association 


has a hardline policy on sports com- 
petition between the sexes. The blunt 
verdict: Forget it 


Twenty-seven words within Article II, 


Section 24 of last year's IHSA handbook 
are all, that keep Desiree, and every oth- 
er Illinois girl, from seeking a berth on 
her high school athletic teams. 


What Waukegan could offer Desiree is 


a watered-down girls program under the 
fancy heading Girls Athletic Association. 
Most area high schools have one of 
these. 


There had been high hopes for an Illi- 


nois girls' state meet this fall. Ann 
Clark, Wiukegan girls' coach, worked 
for such a tourney. "I thought we'd have 
one," Desiree said, "but It was over- 
ruled." 


Deslree's eyes opened wider to her 


sports problem when she played this 
month at the U.S. Junior Open In New 
Jersey. 


There, she met Nancy Lopez, an 10- 


year old New Mexico prepster who plays 
on her school's "boys'" team and this 
year, placed fifth In state finals. 


"I think I was more surprised to find 


she could play than she was to find out I 
couldn't," Dcslrce sold glumly. 


New Mexico's position on boy-girl 


sports play Is way right-of-ccnter, but 
docs not stand alone. There are similar 


concessions made In California, accord- 
Ing to Deilree. 


On a different note, all-girl sports con- 


tests in Iowa often outdraw boys' events. 
They receive equal newspaper treatment 
and strong financial backing. Basketball 
doubleheaders feature a girls' game, 
then one for boys. 


This liberal lowon emphasis on girls' 


sports is totally unique. Nothing like it 
exists anywhere else in the country. 


This leaves Desiree and girls like her 


playing golf whenever and wherever they 
get a chance. Because she's good, Desir- 
ee plays more than most. 


The Kouzmanoff Co-Ed at White Pines 


was the summer's eighth major tourna- 
ment for Desiree. Her hectic pace began 
In June with a fourth place In the Tour- 
nament of Champions at McHenry Coun- 
try Club. 


Into July, Desiree placed sixth in the 


first annual Tommy Kouzmanoff Mid- 
America Womens' Classic, also held at 
White Pines. Desiree shot 84-79-163. She 
had 77-80-157 in the Co-Ed. 


Then, she finished runner-up to former 


state amateur champ Barb Donahue in 
the Waukegan City and Lake County 
tournaments. Wins in the PGA and NI- 
WAGA Junior Opens preceded her trip to 
New Jersey and, finally, the Kouzmanoff 
Co-Ed. 


It was her last summer tourney and 


Desfree gave It a storybook ending. 
Caught op In a three-hole playoff for the 
overall girls title, Desiree won by jop- 
plng a 60-foot chip for a birdie at the par 
four third hole. 


Desiree knows that she'll never get a 


chance to play against boys while at 
Waukegan. That's why she jumped at the 
Kouzmanoff Co-Ed. 


"I play with men all tho time," she 


said. "As long as they don't get beat, I 
don't think It bothers them too much." 


Now, she thinks about working on her 


concentration ("Mental attitude is very 
important.") and Improving her tee shot. 


"I want to go on tour, but I could nev- 


er make It If I don't add about another 30 
yards on my drive," Desiree said. "If 
I'm really hitting It now, It'll go between 
200-to-210 yards." 


As for her aborted assault on the Illi- 


nois prep sports sex barrier, perhaps 
something will come of It eventually. But 
it will come too late for Desiree Alley.

NEW YORK — Althea Gibson has re- 


turned to the New York city streets 
where she grew up and where she was 
onco given the kind of ticker tape parade 
given to such as Lindbergh and Gen. Ma- 
glven to such as Llndgergh and Gen 
MacArthur before her and, after her, to 
the first Astronauts to land on the moon. 


She Is back in Harlem playing paddle 


tennis, a gome which led her into lawn 
tennis and eventually elevated her into 
international stardom as the Wimbledon 
champ of 1957 (the ticker tape parade 
followed) and 1858, and the U.S. National 
champion 'in those years. She was the 
first, and so far only, top-rank black 
woman player. 


Althea Gibson, at age 46, is a hand- 


some, poised woman who remains in ob- 
viously fine physical shape. As the na- 
tional director for the Pepsi-Cola Mobile 
Tennis program, she is involved In get- 
ting kids in "the Inner city" — otherwise 
known as tho ghetto — involved In ten- 
nis. The program runs in cooperation 
with the recreation departments of New 
York, Atlanta, Newark, Boston and Chi- 
cago. 


Twice a week Miss Gibson conducts 


seminars of a sort. She begins by show- 
Ing the kids now to play paddle tennis. 
"The paddle racket Is more of an exten- 
sion of the hand than a tennis racket," 
she says. "It's an easier way to start." 


Miss Gibson Is also a golf pro and 


plays In a few tournaments a year. She 
Is no longer, of course, on the tennis cir- 
cuit, though in winter, she is a pro at an 
indoor club. 


Once she was a touring tennis pro. She 


was the U.S. women's champion. Un- 
fortunately, there was no tennis circuit, 
as there Is now; in fact, there were no 
tournaments, except for one — the cham- 
pionship. 


Elk Grove golfers 
to practice today 


There Will be golf practice at all levels 


for Elk Grove High School at 3 p.m. to- 
day at Indian Lakes In Bloomlngdale. 


Since she wanted to stay in sports, she 


decided in 1960 to turn pro in golf. She 
has only done fair. Her best finish was 
second, twice. 


Tennis, it Is easy to discern, Is her first 


love. She may again play at Forest Hills, 
in the mixed doubles. And she Is excited 
by the prospect. 


It has been 23 years since she first 


played there, and the differences at the 
beautiful, almost medieval, concrete 
horseshoe are Immense. 


Women are on an equal level today 


with men, as far as prize money Is con- 
cerned. Of course, when Miss Gibson was 
winning her championships, the structure 
of tennis was designed for the amateur. 
When she won the pro title, she won 
"peanuts." She thinks It was about $500. 
Today, it's more like $25,000 to the win- 
ner. 


"All I got to show for those days," she 


says, "are my cups and trophies which 
are on the mantel place and the piano, 
gathering dust. You can't eat them." 


This is not to say she disdains those 


days. She felt the admiration and kind- 
ness from people. (Black groups raised 
money to send her to England for Wim- 
bledon, held benefits for her, and Joe 
Louis gave her his plane ticket to Eng- 
land one year when he decided not to 
go.) And her successes made her feel 
"like somebody, something I had always 
wanted." 


She says today that she never felt hu- 


miliation when Forest Hills, for example, 
refused to let her play In 1948 and 1949. 
But she finally broke the color barrier 
tho next year. 


"Jackie Robinson and I broke down 


doors in those days," she sold. "I did it 
by being a tennis player, by accepting 
for the moment certain indignities but 
letting my game speak for myself. And 
always conducting myself with charac- 


ter, to set an example not only for my- 
self but for my people. 


"I felt terrible, thnugh. when Ralph 


Buncho (the famous late American diplo- 
mat) and his family were denied mem- 
bership at Forest Hills. But I was the 
happiest person In the world when Ar- 
thur Ashe won the men's open In 1968. 


"I thought I had helped open the op- 


portunity for Arthur. And I'm proud of 
the way he has stood up for himself, in 
such things as the South Africa affair. 
You know, I was never concerned with 
how people felt about me — about the 
color of my skin — I always knew I was 
a person as good as anyone else." 


Friends now tell her that she was born 


ahead of her time. 


"They tell me that I could be cleaning 


up today if I was a tennis pro," she said. 
"I tell them, maybe you're right. But 
you can't cry over spilled milk. I don't 
regret that there was no money and no 
open tournaments during my reign. 
What's past Is past. I think about what I 
can do today, and who I am today. 


"I like working and trying to develop 


kids. Maybe I can plant a seed and have 
another champion grow soon. 


"And I can still hit the ball and play a 


good game yet. I may not be as fleet 
afoot as I was in my 20s. But once you're 
a pro In something it never leaves you." :

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County zoners approve plans 
Village considers protest 
of Hank Farm development

The village of Buffalo Grove is consid- 


ering a formal objection to the proposed 
Hank Farm development In unincorpo- 
rated Lake County. 


Tho 910-unlt project, proposed for on 


86-acro site on 111. Rt. 21 was approved 
Friday by the Lake County Zoning Board 
of Appoab. Cranston Byrd, chief of the 
county Regional Plan Commission sold 
the zoning board will recommend tho 
Lako County Board approve tho devel- 
opment. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said Fri- 


day the village opposes tho project be- 
cause tho developer, Ccntnx Homes 
Corp., proposes to keep tho project unin- 
corporated and not seek annexation Into 
tho village. Larson sold the village feels 
It could be a better job of providing utili- 
ties and other services to the devel- 
opment than would bo tho case if it re- 
mains In unincorporated Lako County. 
The developers have questioned this. 


"We're (Buffalo Grove) in a better po- 


sition to provide water and other ser- 
vices to the development. We can do It 
more efficiently," Larson said. 


LARSON SAID the village feels even If 


tho area remains unincorporated the vil- 
lage will be called on to perform some 
services because Lake County services 
would be, in some cases, Inadequate. He 
cited police services and the water sup- 
ply as two specific examples. If the vil- 
lage provides services it should have 
somo say In planning of the development, 
Larson said. 


Larson said the recent village annexa- 


tion of the Hawthorn property, west of 
the proposed development, makes It con- 
tiguous with Buffalo Grove, a require- 
ment for annexation. Buffalo Grove is 
tho only village with contiguity, he said. 


The development is between Rt. 21 


(Milwaukee Avenue) and the Soo Line 
Railroad tracks, north of the Chevy 
Chase Country Club. Larson said after 
tho development is completed, the resi- 
dents would probably seek annexation to 
the village anyway. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong 


said Friday the village has not filed a 
formal objection to the proposal, but will 
consider tho possibility. A formal objec- 
tion would have to be voted on by tho 
village board. 


Armstrong said he hopes to organize a

County Board's review of the project. 
Byrd said the county board probably will 
not review the proposal at its September 
meeting. He said the October meeting is 
more probable. 


Rlverwoods, east of the development, 


voted recently to file a formal objection 
to the development. If the objection is 
filed, the project must pass the county 
board by a three-fourths majority, in- 
stead of the usual simple majority. Law 
states tho three-fourths majority is re- 
quired If a formal objection is filed by a 
community within 1V4 miles of the devel- 
opment. 


THE PROJECT was rejected last year 


by the county board after Rlverwoods 
filed an objection. The Lake County Cir- 
cuit Court, however, ruled that the devel- 
opment could not be turned down If it 
conformed to county zoning ordinances. 


Rlverwoods opposes the development 


because of Its density. Since last year, 
however, the developer has reduced the 
number of units planned. Recently, the 
Lake County Regional Plan Commission 
in approving the project recommended 
the number of units be further reduced 
to 840. The developer, has refused, say- 
Ing the courts will back them up and al- 
low 940 units. 


Centex has an option to buy the land, 


but will only do so if the project Is ap-; 
proved. Tho project to be called Winston 
Park North, as proposed, will be made 
up of townhouses and condominiums. A 
five-acre commercial site on Rt. 21 is 
also planned for the development. 


Buffalo Grove officials have said the

An extensive search continued in Buf- 


falo Grove yesterday following the es- 
cape Saturday of an Egyptian cobra 
snake. 


The snake, considered to be "ex- 


tremely deadly," escaped 
from 
an 


aquarium in a garage at 568 Maple Dr. 
Police said David Pearson, 18, tho resi- 
dent of tho house, had been taking care 
of the snake for a friend. 


Police said tho glue holding together 


the sides of the aquarium gave out, 
enabling the snake to escape. Pearson 
told police he last saw tho snake at 2 
a.m. Ho discovered it missing at 3 p.m. 
Police believe because the snake Is noc- 
turnal, It probably escaped before day- 
light. They believe it may have slipped 
under a crack In the garage door. 


POLICEMEN, firemen and Civil De- 


fense workers yesterday were searching 
a four-block area. Police said cobras 
have the potential of traveling 5 miles an 
hour, making it possible It may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we have to. We've been advised to kill it 
because it's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth said there.are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
the search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point. 


Harth said police urge residents in the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
In their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
is found. 


Snake experts have told police when it 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding to seek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth sold. 


Officials 
from 
Lincoln Park 
and 


Brookfield zoos told police U the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours If not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum in the event 
someone is bitten. 


THE SNAKE is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper in 
color. The snake is native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several 


days ago that Pearson was keeping the 
cobra and several other snakes in his 
home. When police contacted the Cook 
County State's Attorney's office, how- 
ever, they were informed that it was not 
against the law, Harth said. Police are 
investigating the legality further. 


Eugene Bowling, 18, of 333 Landau Ln., 


Wheeling, the owner of the snake, said 
Pearson was taking care of the snakes 
while he was moving. He said he raises 
the snakes and one day hopes to open a 
reptile house. 


"I've been crazy about snakes all my 


life and I figured I'd raise some. Now, I 
just hope they catch the snake before it 
bites someone," Bowling said. 


Bowling said he sent away for the 


snakes. He said he paid $350 for the 
cobra. In addition to the cobra he also 
has two king tree boas and two water 
snakes. Police have confiscated the other 
snakes.

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Sound-alike street names 
confuse firemen, policemen 
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by JEANNETTE DeU'YEE 


Street names such as Sprlngslde Court 


and Clearwatcr Lane may give a pleas- 
antly rural aura to the suburbs. 


But when new developments spawn 


sound-alike street names, and courts, 
lanes and roads bear the same first 
name, tho remit can pose headaches for 
police and (Ire departments. 


According to Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 


Wayne Winter, sound-alike street names 
"do cause problems In certain In- 
stances," although the problem Is not In- 
surmountable, he said. 


SIMII.AU SOUNDING street names 


prowit a special potential for confusion 
for firemen, who must respond to almost 
all calls Instantly, he said. 


However, tho village has token some 


steps already to minimize possible con- 
fusion and Is developing more ap- 
proaches to the problem now, Winter 
said. 


One precaution apainst confusion Is the 


screening process uhlch any new village 
street name must go through. According 
la Village Engineer Arnold Seabcrg. de- 
velopers usually begin the process by 
presenting preliminary name suggestions 
with development plans. 


The names then are reviewed by tho 


village police, fire and community devel- 
opment departments who try to root out 
any Identical or similar sounding name 
proposals. The final step In street-nam- 


ing comes from the post office, which 
also reviews names for duplication and 
confusion. 


Buffalo Grove has used this procedure 


for at least four ynrs, Seabcrg said. 


HOWEVER, WHILE the procedure has 


been successful for the most part, 
"sometimes things will sneak through on 
a similarity basis," Seaberg said. 


Another more recent street name prob- 


lem area has come from planned unit 
developments, containing mazes of twist- 
Ing streets. 


If all the tiny little streets In such de- 


velopments were named "we would run 
out of paper to put the lists of names on 
In a few years," Seaberg sold. 


The village's attempted solution to this 


has been to leave the shorter streets In 
such developments unnamed. Instead the 
streets arc treated as extensions of the 
larger streets. Referral signs which post 
the off-street numbers arc then set up on 
the main streets, Seabcrg said. 


"This way, Instead of having a town 


with 8,000-9,000 streets we hope to have a 
town with 400-500 streets which firemen 
can realistically be expected to remem- 
ber," Winter said. 


Another source of trouble can come 


from streets which run through several 
suburbs or unincorporated areas, Winter 
said. 


Dundee Road, for example, runs 


through Buffalo Grove, Wheeling and 


some unincorporated areas. Street num- 
bers jump around from one section to the 
next. Instances like these can complicate 
the firemen's job, Winter said. 


ALSO, AS THE police department be- 


gins to use a central dispatch system 
based In Arlington Heights, Inter-suburb 
street name confusion may become a 
greater problem, Seaberg said. 


For the moment, avoiding confusion 


mainly "just gets down to the memory of 
the men," Winter said. Fire department 
equipment also carry detailed village 
maps as an added precaution against 
confusion, he said. 


Memory is also the greatest safeguard 


against confusion in the Buffalo Grove 
Police Department, according to Sgt. Art 
Volght. He said Checker Road and 
Checker Drive in the village presents the 
biggest problem, although the men usual- 
ly learn to be careful of confusing the 
two streets. 


Bids opening Sept. 25 
on junior high additions 


School Dlst. 21 will open bids Sept. 25 


on $1.8 million in building additions to Its 
three Junior high schools. Contracts for 
the uork arc expected to be awarded 
Sept. 27 and construction will probably 
begin In October. 


School Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, Buf- 


falo Gnne and portions of Arlington 
Helshts and Mount Prospect. 


The planned additions will also In- 


crease the number of classrooms In each 
building as ucll us provide areas for a 
new vocational arts program. 


CotMtructlon at Holme* Junior High 


will Include the addition of a lunch room 
and at London Junior High, a library- 
learning center will be added. This will 
make the two schools equal to Cooper In 
facilities. 


ASSISTANT SUPT. John Bnrgcr said 


last week the district hopes to begin con- 
struction about so days after the con- 
tracts arc awarded. He said depending 
on the weather, workmen will probably 
be able to get a substantial start this 
year. The work Is scheduled to he com- 
pleted In time for the new facilities to be 
used for the 1974-73 school year. 


Barger said school officials plan to 


check Into the possibilities of obtaining 


state aid to equip tho new additions. 
While the district has money on hand for 
construction, there Is currently no money 
available for equipping the buildings. 


Funds are supposed to be available In 


1974, Barger said, through the state Capl- 
tal Improvements Board office. 


"It is my understanding that no guide- 


lines for the money have been estab- 
lished yet," he said. "We'll look Into it 
later." 


The new vocational arts program will 


Include Industrial arts and home econom- 
ic classes. The exact courses to be of- 
fcred have not yet been determined. 


THE COST estimates for the new addl- 


lions per school is: Cooper, $460,000; 
London, $580,000; and Holmes, $750,000. 


The additions will give each of the ju- 


nior high schools room to accommodate 
1,000 students. This will mean 400 more 
students will be able to attend Holmes 
and London and 200 more will be able to 
attend Cooper. 


Barger has said that Cooper is the only 


school currently In need of the extra 
space. He estimated the school will have 
more than a capacity enrollment this 
year. 


Buffalo Grove also has six horseshoe 


type streets which Interesect cross 
streets at two places, Voight said. A call 
to the Intersection of Estate Drive and 
Chatham Circle can refer to two differ- 
ent places, for example. In some cases 
the intersections can be several blocks 
apart. This can mean lost time in an- 
swering a call, Volght said. However, 
there is no way this dilemma can be 
avoided. 


Wheeling street names can present 


similar problems for the police depart- 
ment there, according to Lt. Tom Conte. 


For the most part, a familiarity with 


the village protects Wheeling police offi- 
cers from confusion, he said. However, 
the Dunhurst section of Wheeling "is still 
like going Into a jigsaw puzzle," he said. 


"AND THIS CAN mean time lost when

"I DO NOT believe there has been any 


poor planning on our part and I doubt 
that this move by DCS Plaines to grab 
several small ID-acre parcels could be 
termed good planning," Telchcrt said. 


The Mount Prospect mayor said the 


village board discussed several alterna- 
tives last Tuesday during an executive 
session, but he declined to reveal uny de- 
tails.

Gas station dealers show 
unity as half shut down

A news analysis 


DCS Plaines service station owners 


crossed oil company lines this weekend, 
joined together as retailers with a com- 
mon problem — and shutdown. 


More than 50 per cent of the local sta- 


tions closed their doors Saturday and 
Sunday. Most of those were also closed 
Friday. 


Of the 48 stations contacted by The 


Herald Into Friday, 25 were Joining the 
shutdown, 18 planned on remaining open 
and five weren't sure what they would 
do. 


Robert Jacobs, of the Illinois Gasoline 


Dealers Association (IGDA), which or- 
ganized the protest shutdown, gave his 
personal commendation to the DCS 
Plalncs station owners Friday. "The 
dealers have acted in the purest form of 
brotherhood. It made no difference which 
oil company they were with. They met 
and decided to do It together," ho said. 


TWENTY DES PLA1NES dealers met 


Thursday afternoon, after a Wednesday 
night IGDA meeting, to coordinate shut- 
down plans. Eighteen of the 20 promised 
to close Friday through Sunday and to 
contact other dealers asking them to da 
the same. 


The IGDA shutdown was announced as 


a protest of the Phase IV regulations 
covering gasoline retailers. Tho regu- 
lations slated to go into effect Sept. 1, 


would force price rollbacks by dealers to 
Jon. 10 profit margin levels — a 1.3 to 2.3 
cents a gallon cutback for service sta- 
tions. 


The DCS Plalncs shutdown appeared to 


go beyond a Phase IV protest. Many 
owners contacted by The Herald were as 
angry at their oil companies as at Phase 
IV guidelines. 


"It's time we dealers started sticking 


together," said one owner. "Oil com- 
panies would like us to fight among our- 
selves. They don't want us to get togeth- 
er. They don't mind seeing us involved in 
a gas war — they make their same mar- 
gin of profit while we give ours away." 


IF ALL DEALERS everywhere banded 


together, he suggested, pressure could be 
put on the major oil companies to give a 
better break to the little guy — the sta- 
tion owner. 


"I'm running out of gas anyway, I 


might as well shut down this weekend," 
said another local dealer Friday. "They 
just aren't giving me enough gas to run 
my station. What do I tell my custom- 
ers? Do I just sit back and watch them 
go off to other stations? I'll tell you, the 
oil companies sure don't care." 


Jacobs said Des Plaines "very defi- 


nitely" had one of the most effective, or- 
ganized protests of any town. "I wish all 
station owners had acted as they did. 
You have to work together to be effec- 
tive."

the southern part of the community," 
Abrams said. His ward borders the prop- 
erty which was annexed Thursday. 


Des Plaines officials must now file 


their annexation petitions with the circuit 
court. A judge will then order a referen- 
dum hi all the affected area asking resi- 
dents to decide whether or not they wish 
to be annexed. 


While Teichert said Mount Prospect 


will oppose the move, he did not offer 
details.

Police said David Pearson, 18, the resi- 
dent of the house, had been taking care 
a! the snake for a friend. 


Police said the glue holding together 


the sides of the aquarium gave out, 
enabling the snake to escape. Pearson 
told police he last saw the snake at 2 
a.m. He discovered it missing at 3 p.m. 
Police believe because the snake Is noc- 
turnal. It probably escaped before day- 
light. They believe It may have slipped 
under a crack In the garage door. 


POLICEMEN, firemen and Civil De- 


fense workers yesterday were searching 
a four-block area. Police sold cobras 
have the potential of traveling 5 miles on 
hour, making it possible It may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we have to. We've been advised to kill it 
because it's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth said there are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
the search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point. 


Harth said police urge residents in the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
in their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
is found. 


Snake experts have told police when it 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding to seek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth said. 


Officials 
from 
Lincoln Park 
and 


Brookfleld zoos told police if the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours if not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum in the event 
someone is bitten. 


THE SNAKE is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper in 
color. The snake is native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several 


days ago that Pearson was keeping the 
cobra and several other snakes in his 
home. When police contacted the Cook 
County State's Attorney's office, how- 
ever, they were informed that it was not 
against the law, Harth said. Police are 
investigating the legality further. 


Eugene Bowling, 18, of 333 Landau Ln., 


Wheeling, the owner of the snake, said 
Pearson was taking care of the snakes 
while he was moving. He said he raises 
the snakes and one day hopes to open a 
reptile house.

Now, I 
just nope they catch the sflke before it 
bites someone," Bowling said. 


Bowling said he sent away for the 


snakes. He said be paid $350 for the 
cobra.

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City officials considering 
a new tax on motel rooms 


Faced with the elimination of a portion 


of personal property tax revenue, DCS 
Plaines city officials arc considering a 
new tax on motel rooms. 


Aid. Charles Bolck (3rd) said last week 


the city Is examining the possibility of 
levying a SO cents-por-room tax on all 
motels in the city. 


Tho city Is also reviewing a possible 


Increase In the cost of Its various busi- 
ness licenses, he added. 


City officials said a preliminary esti- 


mate of motel room lax proposals In- 
dicates the city could obtain between 
$70.000 and $80,000 a year In additional 
revenue. 


"We want to study this possibility, so 


that If we decide to act, the tax can be 
put Into effect by the first of the year," 
Bolck said. 


Ho said the tax proposals will be con- 


sidered In September and October. While 
th» city may lose money because of the 
elimination of personal property tax on 
individuals, the city's home rule author- 
ity allows for an Increase In rates 
charged for business licenses. 


"In businesses where wo arc required 


to mako inspections, we can now charge 


a license nominal fee that would cover 
the costs," Bolek explained. 


WHILE THE CITY cannot restrict 


funds for any special use, another alder- 
man suggested the revenue derived from 
a motel tax could be used to provide 
funds for various public services. 


Aid. Robert Hlnde (4th) said his fi- 


nance committee has delayed action on a 
$3,000 request from the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center. He said he has asked all 
other aldermen to review what requests 
might bo made by organizations like the 
Center for next year's budget. 


"We would like to help as many people 


as possible, but the funds only go so 
far," Hlnde explained. He said a deter- 
mination will bo made during October 
budget hearings on possible allocations. 


In addition to the request from the 


Rolling Meadows-based Opportunity Cen- 
ter, the city has also been approached by 
a local day care center and several other 
agencies, ho said. 


"We want to help our own first," Hlnde 


explained. 


Officials of the Northwest Opportunity 


Center could not be reached for comment 
Friday on the city's plan to delay action 
on the fund requests.

Decision on North High 
upgrading due tonight

(A news analysis) 


The Dlst. 207 High School Board of 


Education Is expected to decide exactly 
what Is needed to make Maine North 
"comparable" to the other three Maine 
Township schools at 8 p.m. tonight In the 
Maine East faculty lounge. 


The amount of expansion the board 


votes for will determine the dollar 
amount of a referendum the district is 
planning to hold early next year. 


During the July 23 meeting, the school 


board unanimously voted to add an audi- 
torium, woodshop and swimming pool to 
the partially completed Maine North 
building. The district will have to pass 
an estimated $5 million referendum to fi- 
nance this construction. 


Several board members insisted these 


three items would make the school physi- 
cally "comparable" to the other three 
district high schools. 


But at the Aug. 13 board meeting, 


Supt. Richard Short disagreed. He said 
Maine North also needed home econom- 
ics and photo laboratories, plus special 
classrooms for speech, music and dra- 
ma. 


SHORT SAID the other three district 


schools have photo labs and use special 
rooms for speech, music and drama 
classes. No estimate on the probable con- 
struction costs is available yet. 


But constructing special classrooms for 


speech, music and drama would free the 
regular classrooms now being used for 
these courses. There would be more 
classroom space available for English, 
math, business education and science, 
without a corresponding increase In the 
student population. 


The question of student population has 


haunted Maine North from the begin- 
ning. Because of a rapidly expanding stu- 
dent body, the school district In 1968 held 
a referendum to build a fourth Maine 
high school. 


This school, like the other three, was 


supposed to house a maximum of 3,500 
students. Plans called for two phases. 
Phase one was approved in the 1968 ref- 
erendum, which gave Maine North the 
classrooms for the core courses such as 
English, science and business education. 
The fine arts classes were housed in tem- 
porary rooms until Phase two could be 
completed. 


Before a referendum could be held for 


Phase two, the district's student popu- 
lation started dropping. New projections 
show that Maine North will probably 
have a maximum of about 2,000 students 
in the next several years. 


The "temporary" became "semi-per- 


manent". Now the school board is 
struggling with the question of how to 
give Maine North students a "com- 
parable" education, yet keep construc- 
tion cost to a minimum. 


W H E N E V E R THE completion of 


Maine North is discussed, board member 
Leonard Graiian warns to keep the cost 
down so the referendum will be passed 
by the voters. 


He has suggested that construction be 


kept to a minimum — auditorium, wood- 
shop and swimming pool. 


On the other hand, the North Central 


Association, 
a 
school 
accreditation 


group, severely criticized the lack of 
proper speech, music and drama facil- 
ities. 


The music rooms are housed among 


the regular classrooms. Maine North 
principal Robert Wells said the situation 
was not too bad, as long as the chorus, 
the orchestra and bands were playing the 
same tunes. Unfortunately, he Indicated, 
this doesn't happen too often and the 
sounds clash. 


Besides Interfering with music classes, 


the sound invades the adjoining business 
education classes. The NCA report called 
the situation "totally Inappropriate for a 
high school in the Maine Township cate- 
gory." 


Though the evaluation praised the 


work done by the faculty and students, It 
stated It is impossible to develop .sensi- 
tive musical tastes in situations such as 
the simultaneous rehearsal of concert, 
instrumental and vocal organizations 
when they are all competing with each 
other. 


"Physical expansion should not de- 


pend upon increased enrollment," the re- 
port continues. "This is an Immediate 
need." 


IN ART. the report states "The art 


staff is doing the best job they can under 
a situation where they are teaching in 
rooms which have not been designed for 
art nor arranged to allow for the best 
approach to art teaching." 


The art classes are temporarily housed 


In what was constructed as science 
rooms. Though the report called the sci- 
ence rooms one of the best equipped and 
planned In the country, they apparently 
did not make good art rooms. 


The report also pointed out that only 40 


per cent of Maine North students attend 
colleges and universities after gradu- 
ation. It suggested an expansion of the 
existing business education and in- 
dustrial arts facilities. 


In the other three schools, 60 to 80 per 


cent go on to higher education. 


Even with these physical difficulties, 


Wells says the school provides com- 
parable programs to the other three high 
schools. 


Other sources have indicated that 


there are fewer specialized classes be- 
cause of the lower number of students In 
the school. Also because there are fewer 
students, one counselor admitted, there 
are fewer classes offered in the same 
subjects and a larger amount of students 
may be closed out of a course. 


In voting on the addition to Maine 


North, the board will be defining exactly 
what they mean by the idealistic phrase 
of "comparable schools." Do they mean 
the 
same educational 
opportunities 


should exist in all four schools, or do 
they simply mean similiar programs 
should be offered?

Catherine Duoba, chairman of the hous- 
ing commission, was critical of certain 
points of the complex. Stanley invited 
Mrs. Duoba to one of the club's meetings 
to learn first-hand what senior citizens 
wanted In a senior citizen housing proj- 
ect. 


One club member wanted the devel- 


opers to install a bicycle rack so he 
would have a place to store his bike. ' 


The senior citizens club was originally 


planned as a self-help organization, said 
Stanley. Members with special skills, 
such as carpenters or accountants, would 
share their skills with the other mem- 
bers.

An extensive search continued In Buf- 


falo Grove yesterday following the es- 
cape Saturday of an Egyptian cobra 
snake. 


The snake, considered to be "ex- 


tremely deadly," escaped 
from 
an 


aquarium in a garage at 568 Maple Dr. 
Police said David Pearson, 18, the resi- 
dent of the house, had been taking care 
of the snake for a friend. 


Police said the glue holding together 


the sides of the aquarium gave out, 
enabling the snake to escape. Pearson 
told police he last saw the snake at 2 
a.m. He discovered it missing at 3 p.m. 
Police believe because the snake Is noc- 
turnal, It probably escaped before day- 
light. They believe It may have slipped 
under a crack in the garage door. 


POLICEMEN, firemen and Civil De- 


fense workers yesterday were searching 
a four-block area. Police said cobras 
have the potential of traveling 5 miles an 
hour, making it possible It may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we have to. We've been advised to kill it 
because it's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth said there are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
the search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point 


Harth said police urge residents in the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
In their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
Is found. 


Snake experts have told police when it 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding to seek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth said. 


Officials 
from 
Lincoln Park 
and 


Brookfield zoos told police if the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours if not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum in the event 
someone is bitten. 


THE SNAKE Is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper in 
color. The snake is native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several 


days ago that Pearson was keeping the 
cobra and several other snakes in his 
home. When police contacted the Cook 
County State's Attorney's office, how- 
ever, they were Informed that it was not 
against the law, Harth said. Police are 
investigating the legality further. 


Eugene Bowling, 18, of 333 Landau Ln., 


Wheeling, the owner of the snake, said 
Pearson was taking care of the snakes 
while he was moving. He said he raises 
the snakes and one day hopes to open a 
reptile house. 


"I've been crazy about snakes all my 


life and I figured I'd raise some. Now, I 
just hope they catch the snake before it 
bites someone," Bowling said. 


Bowling said he sent away for the 


snakes. He said be paid $350 for the 
cobra. In addition to the cobra he also 
has two king tree boas and two water 
snakes. Police have confiscated the other 
snakes.

rcatlon during the last eight years. He's 
also become active In the Illinois Associ- 
ation of Park Districts. 


The association, which meets three or 


four limes a jcar. Is very important, ac- 
cording lo Hnuscr. "It gives the smaller 
park districts more of n voice with the 
government, by combining with other 
districts Into a large body. The associ- 
ation also liclps promote the exchange of 
Ideas — a must If a park district wants 
lo grow." 


Although the park district has grown in 


leaps and bounds over the past eight 
years, Hnuscr Is still very aware of Its 
future needs and has no intention of 
slowing up in his desire for more recrea- 
tional facilities.

New Hoffman High School 
expected to hike budget

Education spending will Increase by 


34.6 per cent in High School Dlst. 211 
next year duo to the opening of the dis- 
trict's fifth high school in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


Dlst. 211 board of education members 


discussed the district budget during a 
planning committee meeting last week 
and will officially place It on public dis- 
play when it Is tentatively approved dur- 
ing tonight's board meeting. The board 
will give tho budget final approval at its 
Sept. 27 meeting. 


The 112.7 million planned for education 


expenditures is a 34.6 per cent Increase 
from lost year's $0.5 million ex- 
penditures. About 14.S per cent of tho In- 
crease Is caused by the opening of Hoff- 
man Estates High School and 12 per cent 
U due to Increases In enrollment, the ad- 
dition of new programs, salary Increases 
and Inflation, according to a district re- 
port. 


The district usually has a large In- 


crease In budgeted expenditures to pay 
for additions to tho teaching staff, new 
supplies and equipment when a new 
school Is opened. When Schaumburg 
High School opened In 1070, tho district 
budgeted an increase of about 38 per 
cent. 


Expenditures next year are expected 


to level off during the 1074-73 school 
year, according to district officials. 


DESPITE THE Increase, the district 


will stay In tho black next year with rev- 


enue estimated at $12.7 million for educa- 
tion spending. The tax rate will remain 
tho same as last year, $1.59 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. But tax revenue Is up 
over last year due to a $100 million in- 
crease In the assessed valuation of prop- 
erty in the district. 


Next year's budget does not include 


funds for the rennovatlon of Palatine 
High School. Earlier this year board 
members discussed the possibility of re- 
building or selling Palatine, the district's 
oldest school which school officials say Is 
In need of major repairs. 


Dlst. 211 Supt. Richard Kolze said 


funds for renovation of Palatine are not 
included in the budget because the board 
is walling for revised enrollment projec- 
tions for tho district's high schools In 
Palatine Township before deciding the 
fate of tho old school. 


The district Is planning a sixth school 


near the Winston Park subdivision of 
Palatine. Groundbreaking Is expected 
next spring and the district is planning to 
open the school in 1975. Next year's 
budget sets aside $250,000 for the equip- 
mcnt for the new building. 


Kolze said the board will probably re- 


sume discussions about Palatine High 
School next spring when planning for the 
budget for tho following year begins and 
revised enrollment projections will be 
available. Board members hod talked of 
vacating Palatine High School when the 
sixth school is completed and will use

Centner would remain on the police force 
as a lieutenant, at his $19,200 chief's 
salary. 


JONES SAID Friday he is not certain 


that the condition Is appropriate, and 
said tho board should have a full range 
of options — reinstating Centner as 
chief, keeping him on a lieutenant or dls- 
missing him altogether. 


"I don't know how he could put a con- 


dition on this," Jones said. "If he wants 
to reopen the case, he would have to re- 
open the whole ball game." 


Jones said he expected Braun, who Is

An extensive search continued in Buf- 


falo Grove yesterday following the es- 
cape Saturday of an Egyptian cobra 
snake. 


The snake, considered to be "ex- 


tremely deadly," escaped from an 
aquarium in a garage at 568 Maple Dr. 
Police said David Pearson, 18, the resi- 
dent of the house, had been taking care 
of the snake for a friend. 


Police said the glue holding together 


the sides of the aquarium gave out, 
enabling the snake to escape. Pearson 
told police he last saw the snake at 2 
a.m. He discovered it missing at 3 p.m. 
Police believe because tho snake Is noc- 
turnal. It probably escaped before day- 
light. They believe it may have slipped 
under a crack in the garage door. 


POLICEMEN, firemen and Civil De- 


fense workers yesterday were searching 
a four-block area. Police said cobras 
have the potential of traveling 5 miles an 
hour, making it possible it may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we have to. We've been advised to kill it 
because It's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth said there are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
tho search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point. 


Harth said police urge residents in the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
in their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
Is found. 


Snake experts have told police when It 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding to seek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth said. 


Officials 
from 
Lincoln Park 
and 


Brookfield zoos told police if the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours if not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum in the event 
someone is bitten. 


THE SNAKE is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper in 
color. The snake is native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several 


days ago that Pearson was keeping the 
cobra and several other snakes in his 
home. When police contacted the Cook 
County State's Attorney's office, how- 
ever, they were informed that it was not 
against the law, Harth said. Police are 
investigating the legality further. 


Eugene Bowling, 18, of 333 Landau La, 


Wheeling, the owner of the snake, said 
Pearson was taking care of the snakes 
while he was moving. He said he raises 
the snakes and one day hopes to open a 
reptile house. 


"I've been crazy about snakes all my 


life and I figured I'd raise some. Now, I 
just hope they catch the snake before it 
bites someone," Bowling said. 


Bowling said he sent away for the 


snakes. He said he paid $350 for the 
cobra. In addition to the cobra be also 
has two king tree boas and two water 
snakes. Police have confiscated the other 
snakes.

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Busy streets a hazard 
Junior high parents want 
free bus transportation 


Free bus transportation for students 


within I'a miles of Palatine Hills Junior 
High School will be requested at Wednes- 
day's Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 
Board of Education meeting. 


Parents within the 14 mile boundary 


of the school will present several peti- 
tions to the board requesting free trans- 
portation. Several parents will also be 
present to address the board at the 8 
p.m. meeting In the E. S. Castor Admin- 
iJtratlon Center, 505 S. Qucntln Rd., Pal- 
atine. 


The parents arc asking the board to set 


aside Its rule of not providing free bus 
transportation for children within U4 
miles of the school because "there is no 
safe way for the students to walk to the 
school." 


Current board policy requires parents 


with students within Us miles of a school 
to pay $15 a term If they want bus trans- 
portation for their children. Most parents 
In the Palatine Hills Junior High School 
attendance area say they wouldn't object 
to the fee If there was a safe walkway to 
the school. The parents feel the fee 
should be waived because of the unsafe 
walking conditions. 


THE MAIN PROBLEM area is south 


of Northwest Highway were students 
must cross Northwest Highway and walk 
down Smith Street to get to the school, 
said Supt. Frank Whllcley. 


The speed limit along Northwest High- 


way is 50 miles an hour and while there 
are plans to Install a temporary traffic 
signal at the Intersection of Smith Street 
and Northwest Highway, It is not ex- 
pected to be In by the time school starts. 


Once across Northwest Highway the 


students must walk dawn Smith Street, a 
two-lone blacktoppcd road on a hilly ter- 
rain with no sidewalks. An extremely 
narrow shoulder along Smith Street, 
three feet at its widest point, has 
recently been covered with gravel by tho 
Cook County Highway Department. 


"Tlie gravel Is supposed to be some 


typo of walkway but it Is just not satis- 
factory," said Mrs. Russell BramwcH. 
"Under the best of conditions the chil- 
dren might be able to walk but there 
arc so many bad days and they just don't 
plow the streets wide enough to keep it 
open for these children," she added. 


Students could ride their bikes to 


school along the Palatine Park DUtrlct 
blko path which ends at Smith Street 
north of Northwest Highway but they 


would still have to ride down Smith 
Street to the school. 


Mrs. Shirley Munson said another 


problem is that the police do not enforce 
the 20 mile an hour speed zones near 
schools. The school is in unincorporated 
Palatine Township, which leaves enforce- 
ment of the school speed zone to the 
Cook County Sherrlfs Dept. 


Mrs. Munson sold she and several oth- 


er parents have walked and rode bikes 
along the routes their children will have 
to take to school and they are just not 
safe. 


THE PROBLEM Is not as extreme for 


students who live north of Northwest 
Highway and walk to the 
school. 


These students will be able to walk along 
sidewalks on Cunningham and then along 
sidewalks the district Is installing from 
Cunningham to the school. 


Supt. Whlteley said he Is hopeful the 


sidewalks along Smith Street from Cun- 


ningham will be in by the time school 
starts. The district has obtained an ease- 
ment from the Palatine Park District to 
Install the sidewalks and just recently re- 
ceived permission from the county to 
start the work. 


"There are quite a number of areas in 


the school district with similar types of 
routes the children must take to school," 
said Whlteley. 


Whlteley said he knew of only one situ- 


ation where the board had provided free 
bus transportation for children within 1V4 
miles of the school. This was last year 
when the board agreed to pick up stu- 
dents from the Hunting Ridge subdivi- 
sion at Hunting Ridge School and trans- 
port them to Pleasant Hill School. One of 
the main factors in the decision was that 
the buses stopped at Hunting Ridge 
School anyway, let off a half load of stu-

The complaining homeowners live 


north and east of the proposed shopping 
center, in an exclusive single-family sub- 
d i v i s i o n in unincorporated Palatine 
Township. 


Their chief objections were potential 


flooding, sewer backups and traffic along 
residential streets. Kiley assured zoning 
officials that the developer would con- 
struct water-holding areas to keep excess 
rain runoff on the property until it could 
drain off later at a slower rate. 


Zoning officials agreed to postpone rul- 


ing on the project until homeowners 
meet with O'Donnell and submit an opin- 
ion on the plans, within the next 30 days. 


Once the zoning board makes its recom- 
mendation, the proposal goes to the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners for final 
action.

An extensive search continued In Buf- 


falo Grove yesterday following the es- 
cape Saturday of an Egyptian cobra 
snake.

aquarium In a garage at 568 Maple Dr. 
Police said David Pearson, 18, the resi- 
dent of the house, had been taking care 
of the snake for a friend. 


Police said the glue holding together 


the sides of the aquarium gave out, 
enabling the snake to escape. Pearson 
told police he last saw the snake at 2 
a.m. He discovered it missing at 3 p.m. 
Police believe because the snake is noc- 
turnal, It probably escaped before day- 
light. They believe It may have slipped 
under a crack In the garage door. 


POLICEMEN, firemen and Civil De- 


fense workers yesterday were searching 
a four-block area. Police sold cobras 
have the potential of traveling 5 miles an 
hour, making it possible It may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home.. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we hove to. We've been advised to kill it 
because It's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth sold there are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
the search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point. 


Harth said police urge residents In the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
In their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
Is found. 


Snake experts have told police when It 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding to seek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth said. 


Officials' from 
Lincoln Park 
and 


Brookfleld zoos told police If the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours If not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum In the event 
someone Is bitten. 


THE SNAKE Is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper In 
color. The snake is native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several 


days ago that Pearson was keeping the 
cobra and several other snakes in his 
home. When police contacted the Cook 
County State's Attorney's office, how- 
ever, they were informed that It was not 
against the law, Harth said. Police are 
investigating the legality further. 


Eugene Bowling, 18, of 333 Landau Ln., 


Wheeling, the owner of the snake, said 
Pearson was taking care of the snakes 
while he was moving. He said he raises 
the snakes and one day hopes to open a 
reptile house. 


"I've been crazy about snakes all my 


life and I figured I'd raise some. Now, I 
just hope they catch the snake before it 
bites someone," Bowling sold. 


Bowling said he sent away for the 


snakes. He said he paid $350 for the 
cobra. In addition to the cobra be also 
has two king tree boas and two water 
snakes. Police have confiscated the other 
snakes.

a four-block area. Police said cobras 
have the potential of traveling 5 miles an 
hour, making it possible It may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we have to. We've been advised to kill it 
because it's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth said there are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
the search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point. 


Harth said police urge residents In the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
in their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
is found. 


Snako experts have told police when It 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding to seek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth said.

Brookfleld zoos told police if the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours if not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum in the event 
someone Is bitten. 


THE SNAKE is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper In 
color. The snake is -native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several

New Hoffman High School 
expected to hike budget

Education spending will Increase by 


W.8 per cent In High School Dlst. 211 
next year due to the opening of the dis- 
trict's fifth high school in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


Dlst. 211 board of education members 


discussed tho district budget during a 
planning committee meeting last week 
and will officially place it on public dis- 
play when It Is tentatively approved dur- 
ing tonight's board meeting. The board 
wilt give the budget final approval at its 
Sept. 27 meeting. 


The $12 7 million planned for education 


expenditures is a 34.6 per cent increase 
from 
last year's $9.5 million ex- 


penditures. About H 5 per cent of the In- 
crease Li caused by the opening of Hoff- 
man Eitatoi High School and 12 per cent 
Is due to increases in enrollment, the ad- 
dition of new programs, salary Increases 
and Inflation, according to a district re- 
port. 


The district usually has a large In- 


crease In budgeted expenditures to pay 
for additions to the teaching staff, new 
supplies and equipment when a new 
school Is opened. When Schaumburg 
High School opened In 1970, the district 
budgeted on increase of about 38 per 
cent. 


Expenditures next year arc expected 


to level off during the 1974-75 school 
year, according to district officials. 


m«l'ITE THE Increase, the district 


will stay In Iho black next year with rev- 
enue estimated at $12.7 million for educa- 
tion spending. The tax rale will remain 
the same as last year, $1 59 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. But tax revenue is up 
o\cr last >car due to a Sloo million in- 
crease in the assessed valuation of prop- 
erty In the district. 


Next year's budget docs not include 


funds for the rcnnovatlon of Palatine 
High School. Earlier this year board 


members discussed the possibility of re- 
building or selling Palatine, the district's 
oldest school which school officials soy is 
in need of major repairs. 


Dist. 211 Supt. Richard Kolze said 


funds for renovation of Palatine are not 
Included hi the budget because the board 
Is waiting for revised enrollment projec- 
tions for the district's high schools in 
Palatine Township before deciding the 
fate of the old school. 


The district is planning a sixth school 


near the Winston Park subdivision of 
Palatine. Groundbreaking is expected 
next spring and the district is planning to 
open the school in 1975. Next year's 
budget sets aside $250,000 for the equip- 
ment for the new building. 


Kolzo said the board will probably re- 


sume discussions about Palatine High 
School next spring when planning for the 
budget for the following year begins and 
revised enrollment projections will be 
available. Board members had talked of 
vacating Palatine High School when the 
sixth school is completed and will use 
enrollment projections 
to determine 


whether there will be enough students in 
the area to justify renovation of Pala- 
tine.

POLICEMEN, firemen and Civil De- 


fense workers yesterday were searching 
a four-block area. Police said cobras 
have the potential of traveling 5 miles an 
hour, making it possible It may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we have to. We've been advised to kill it 
because it's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth said there are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
the search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point 


Harth said police'urge residents In the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
In their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
Is found. 


Snake experts have told police when it 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding to seek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth said.

Brookfield zoos told police if the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours if not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum in the event 
someone is bitten. 


THE SNAKE is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper in 
color. The snake Is native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several 


days ago that Pearson was keeping the 
cobra and several other snakes in his 
home.

The 
south ID acres of the driving range are 
currently being condemned by the park 
district.

Kenroy officials havo agreed to with- 


hold requests for annexation and rczon- 
ing until the village decides whether It 
wants to buy the golf course, if that deci- 
sion docs not take an unreasonable time. 
Kenroy would like to build as many as 
4,600 residential units on the golf course.

Village recommends fire 
cadet program for 
1974 


A cadet program that would train and 


pay a select group of high school stu- 
dents lo serve with the Arlington Heights 
Fire Department has been recommended 
by the village administration. 


The proposal Is to train six cadets in 


1974-73 and three more the following year 
through High School Disk 2U's diver- 
sified occupational program. 


The cadets, high school juniors and se- 


niors, would be offered training In the 
techniques of fire lighting, first aid and 
other related skills. 


The establishment of o cadet corps Is 


recommended In a long-range devel- 
opment study of the fire department 
recently completed by members of the 
village administration, Including Arling- 
ton Heights Fire Chief John Hay den. 


Last September, the Mount Prospect 


Fire Dept. Initiated the first high school 
cadet program In the state. 


Rolling Meadows also is considering 


cadet recruitment for its fire depart- 
ment. 


"A CADET PROGRAM will serve to 


provide a reserve of training and moti- 
vated young men to fill future needs ... 


Such a program will not only provide a 
source of manpower, but will assure that 
new department members are qualified 
for immediate responsibilities," the ad- 
ministration report states. 


Each applicant for the program would 


have to have parental permission to 
serve as a cadet. They would be required 
to work a minimum number of hours in 
the department and be paid a minimum 
salary. 


"Active participation outside the fire 


station is to be closely regulated by supe- 
riors with utmost regard for safety," the 
report states. 


Applicants must be "mature with a 


concern for people and their community, 
be of above average intelligence with a 
desire for new knowledge and a willing- 
ness to work for It. They must be able 
bodied as evidenced by a pre-entry phys- 
ical exam." 


Cadets who finish their training would 


be given preference on their competitive 
examinations for full-time firefighter.

ambulances in Arlington Heights. 


Between 1969 and 1970, when the fire 


department started its ambulance ser- 
vice, the number of emergency calls 
more than doubled from 497 to 1,034, the 
report notes. 


The number of calls Is increasing fas- 


ter than the population and last year 
nearly 1,800 requests for ambulance ser- 
vice were reported. That is 24 calls for 
every 1,000 residents. 


By contrast the number of fire calls 


has increased much more slowly. Last 
year there were 652 reported fire calls, 
or just over nine calls per 1,000 popu- 
lation. 


The report concludes that the antici- 


pated Increase in fire calls over the next 
10 years is "well within the response 
capability of the present fireflghting or- 
ganization." However, It states that a 
conservative estimate of the number of 
emergency calls will make an additional 
ambulance necessary next year and a 
fourth vehicle will be needed by 1976. 


Arlington Heights is awaiting delivery 


of two new van-type ambulances. One of 
the two present vehicles will be retained 
as a reserve ambulance. 


The report gives three reasons beyond 


mere population growth for rapid in- 
crease in ambulance calls. 


• Increased exposure of the public to 


the availability of "free" ambulance ser- 
vice. 


• a virtual cessation of commercial 


ambulance service. 


• the advent of paramedic mobile In- 


tensive care service. 


The report recommends an Increase in 


the number of fire department employes 
from the present 75 to 114 over the next 
five years. 


Included are three deputy fire chiefs, 


four additional lieutenants, 33 additional 
firefighters and the cadets.

An extensive search continued In Buf- 


falo Grove yesterday following the es- 
cape Saturday of an Egyptian cobra 
snake. 


The snake, considered to be "ex- 


tremely deadly," escaped 
from 
an 


aquarium In a garage at 568 Maple Dr. 
Police said David Pearson, 18, the resi- 
dent of the house, had been taking care 
of the snake for a friend. 


Police said the glue holding together 


the sides of the aquarium gave out, 
enabling the snake to escape. Pearson 
told police he last saw the snake at 2 
a.m. He discovered it missing at 3 p.m. 
Police believe because the snake is noc- 
turnal, It probably escaped before day- 
light. They believe it may have slipped 
under a crack in the garage door. 


POLICEMEN, firemen and Civil De- 


fense workers yesterday were searching 
a four-block area. Police said cobras 
have the potential of traveling 5 miles an 
hour, making It possible it may have got- 
ten out of the area. Searchers are hoping 
the snake will return to the Pearson 
home. 


Sgt. Frank Harth said police have been 


ordered to shoot the snake. 


"We have been advised by snake ex- 


perts from the zoos that we should not 
attempt to catch the snake alive unless 
we have to. We've been advised to kill it 
because it's so fast and so dangerous." 
Harth said there are two to three police- 
men armed with shotguns accompanying 
the search party which numbered as 
many as 75 at one point. 


Harth said police urge residents in the 


area where the snake escaped to remain 
in their homes. He said the search will 
continue around the clock until the snake 
is found. 


Snake experts have told police when It 


gets cool at night the snake might come 
out of hiding tojeek a warmer place. 


"We're working on the assumption the 


snake will come out and seek the 
warmth of the pavement (streets and 
sidewalks)," Harth said. 


Officials 
from Lincoln Park 
and 


Brookfleld zoos told police if the snake 
bites a person it can cause death within 
several hours if not treated. Lincoln 
Park Zoo officials have made available a 
supply of anti-venom serum in the event 
someone is bitten. 


THE SNAKE Is described as being five 


feet long and shiny black and copper in 
color. The snake is native to Africa, 
southern Asia and the East Indies. 


Harth said police found out several 


days ago that Pearson was keeping the 
cobra and several other snakes In his 
home. When police contacted the Cook 
County State's Attorney's office, how- 
ever, they were Informed that It was not 
against the law, Harth said. Police are 
Investigating the legality further. 


Eugene Bowling, 18, of 333 Landau Ln., 


Wheeling, the owner of the snake, said 
Pearson was taking care of the snakes 
while he was moving. He said he raises 
the snakes and one day hopes to open a 
reptile house. 


"I've been crazy about snakes all my 


life and I figured I'd raise some. Now, I 
just hope they catch the snake before it 
bites someone," Bowling said. 


Bowling said he sent away for the 


snakes. He said he paid $350 for the 
cobra. In addition to the cobra he also 
has two king tree boas and two water 
snakes. Police have confiscated the other 
snakes.

Some bawled 
out loud, others looked as if in 
shock, their faces pale white, 
their arms and legs twitching un- 
controllably. Ambulances took a 
dozen girls to the hospital. None 
were hurt, just scared. 


Two of them sat In the back 


seat of an ambulance. "Some- 
body put their elbow on my 
neck," said the first girl. "I 
couldn't breathe. They were pull- 
Ing my hair, scratching ... It 
was awful." 


But then they got out of the 


ambulance. Crying and holding 
hands, and walked back Into the 
crowd for the rest of the concert.

Teens from Free Church 
find Mexico 'a real trip9

"Wow, 
what a day. We got up In the 


van at 7 o'clock and found a person to 
take us to the Miners' house. It's a cute 
little house with running water, flush toi- 
lets, light, etc. I was really glad to stay 
in a house with conveniences," Melanie 
Clarkson wrote in her daily log. 


Melanie and 14 other young people 


from the Arlington Heights Evangelical 
Free Church were on their way to small 
village of Los Reyes, where a mis- 
sionary, Eldon Miner, lives. 


Traveling on bumpy dirt roads, the 


group decided to go to Mexico to help the 
missionaries stationed there. Benches 
had to be made, roofs had to be con- 
structed. Painting and cleaning had to be 
done, too. 


During the predawn hours before their 


arrival, they had traveled through miles 
of grimy, primitive adobe huts clustered 
together In small villages not far from 
Mexico City. 


"I started to dread going to Los 


Reyes," said Melanie. "We were so 
drowsy, driving all those hours and pass- 
ing through really gross villages. I don't 
know, I just got these weird feelings." 


SO DID KEITH Levy of Arlington 


Heights who saw a "lot of shanty towns" 
along the way and thought this was typi- 
cal of what they were going to see. 


But the standard of living at Los Reyes 


was better than at most villages along 
the way, and Miner's house seemed to 
have an abundance of conveniences, not 
like those in Northwest suburban houses, 
but at least hot water and cots. 


However, some of their plans fell 


through. The missionary at one of the 
villages was ousted from the confines be- 
cause of a religious melee. At another 
village none of the paints, roofing and 
lumber were ordered. 


Nevertheless, they remained to take on 


the Mexican village life for the next few 
weeks. They met the Tarascan Indians 
and lived and worked with them. 


"The life style is so completely differ- 


ent," said Barbara Wilson, Arlington 
Heights. "We were told that the fleas 
would be bad. We were all taken back at 
that. But when we left I realized that it 
was a way of life and that wasn't so bad. 


The group found themselves stumbling 


over words. Some of the kids spoke Span-

box at 909 W. Euclid, Arlington Heights. 
Also air mall boxes with white tops are 
available. Both services provide extra 
fast delivery because of late pick-up 
times. 


Mall deposited In boxes which do not 


carry the white stars is usually picked 
up by a carrier betwee 9:30 a.m. and 
2:30 p.m. "If someone mails a letter af- 
ter the carrier picks up the mail, his let- 
ter will sit until the next day," said a 
post office spokesman. 


Proebstle said that all collection boxes 


in the village have new readable labels 
with pick-up times listed. The labels also 
refer the customer to the nearest mall 
box with a later pick-up.

ish but found that few of the Indians 
spoke or understood the language. 


"They would laugh when we didn't un- 


derstand," said Barbara. "We had con- 
fused looking faces. But they were really 
curious about us." 


"We found ourselves spending time 


just for existence," said Mark Senter, 
youth director at the church and head of 
the group. "We had to spend a lot more 
time Just to keep up with ourselves." 


A TYPICAL DAY for the group began 


between six and eight in the morning, 
depending who had to fix breakfast for 
the entire crowd. Breakfast, devotions 
and Bible study would last until 11 a.m. 
and some would remain In the house to 
wash dishes and clothes. 


"We had to get hot water from the 


basement to wash dishes," said Mary 
Bell of Mount Prospect. Two people did 
the washing and two hung it up. 


The eight girls usually did the house- 


work, although occasionally some of the 
guys would help. The afternoons were 
usually reserved for grocery shopping 
which was done on a day-to-day basis. 


"We would make our way to the mar- 


ket but it was always hours away and 
the roads were bad," said Mary. 
"In shopping, we got used to saying, 
"No, that's too much.1 We bargained for 
things and usually bought them for half 
their 
asking price," said 
Melanie. 


"Sometimes things were so cheap we 
were afraid to bargain. And sometimes 
there were people so poor they had to go 
down in order to make a sale." 


They didn't mind spending all those 


hours sweeping the floors or doing the 
laundry. "It was kind of fun," said Bar- 
bara, "but It's so much harder to keep 
clean because of the dirt roads." 


"It made me appreciate life more," 


said Melanie. "People are happy living 
on bare necessities. I felt sorta guilty 
with all the tinsel, all the suburban 
things." 


DURING LATE afternoons and eve- 


nings, the 12 went to where the Tarascan 
Indians lived and showed movies and 
film strips about Bible stories and gave 
programs. 


But the main ice-breaker for the Ta- 


rascans was basketball. "Every village 
would have a basketball court, which 
looks weird since most of the houses 
were falling apart," said Melanie.

Towards midnight the group would 


head back to Los Reyes In their vans. 


"We kept journals and wrote exactly 


how we felt," said Mary. I learned most 
about the others because we were togeth- 
er all the time. I learned about getting 
along, having patience. I never appre- 
ciated my home so much." 
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
